In its high estate it is never a 
by-product of barbarism: though it 
sometimes seems so, as in the case of 
the Renaissance, where we find most 
noble art synchronizing with an al- 
most complete collapse of Christian 
civilization. The thing has 
happened before, and will again, for 
while all sound and wholesome and

well-balanced life of necessity ex- 
presses itself in that instinctive art 
which is the art of the people, this 
great art-product seldom achieves its 
perfect fruition until after the great 
impulse that created it has broken 
down and yielded to inevitable de- 


generation. Thus we find the most 


splendid, if not the most noble, Gothic architecture blos- 
soming in the fourteenth century after the high tide of 
medizvalism had begun to ebb; while painting reached 
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its climax during the unspeakable barbarism of the 
epoch of the Medici and the Borgias: Shakespeare and 


toretto; of Shakespeare and Marlowe; of Bach and 
Beethoven—to name only the latest of the great periods 


his circle—soul-children of the Catholic Middle Ages— __ of history—and to regard the wonder-work of the great 


weaving the glamour of their divine 
genius over the decadent era of Eliz- 
abeth; and music, most subtle of all 
the arts, giving to Protestant Ger- 
many a glory that by her intrinsic 
nature she could scarcely claim. 

In these and the similar cases in 
earlier history there is no discrep- 
ancy, no ground for arguing that art 
is a natural product either of heresy, 
immorality or disorder: born of 
righteousness of impulse and sanity 
of life it is the longest to endure, lin- 
gering like the afterglow long past 
the actual setting of the sun: a mem- 
ory and at the same time a hope. 

In a time that is curiously prone 
to false estimates of comparative 
values, that is positively triumphant 
in its capacity for misjudging the 
quality of essentials, we measure 
nearly all the arts by the dazzling 
products of the last great geniuses 
that linger beyond their time, quite 
forgetting the centuries of less 
splendid activity that, manifesting, 
as they did, the art-instinct of a peo- 
ple, were intrinsically nobler, and in 
themselves were the energy behind 
the corruscating stars of a rocket 
that had already burst. In judging 
art, in determining its function, in 
estimating its potency, it is neces- 
sary, therefore, to go behind the 
evidences of Rouen and the chapel of 
Henry VII; of Botticelli and Tin- 
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centuries from Gregory VII to the 
exile at Avignon, which is the true 
product of a triumphant Christian 
civilization. 

And so regarded, we find. that art, 
as I have already said, is neither a 
commodity, a form of amusement, an 
amenity of life, but a wonderful at- 
tribute of man who is made in God’s 
image; a subtle language and a mys- 
tery that in its nature we may with 
reverence call sacramental. 

This, I believe, is the secret and 
the function of art. It is a language 
of Divine Revelation, the great se 
quence of mystical symbols that 
alone is adequate and efficient when 
the soul of man enters into the in- 
finite realm of eternal truth.. To 
each its proper tongue, to reason, 
dealing with phenomena and _ their 
knowable relations, the language of 
natural science and of natural philos- 
ophy: to the soul, by the grace of 
God penetrating beyond the veil that 
limits our mortal sense, achieving the 
quest of the Holy Grail of ultimate 
Truth, the language of art, which is 
beauty, sacramentally comprehended, 
sacramentally employed. Other lan- 
guage there is none: before the 
Beatific Vision, even though now we 
see it as in a glass, darkly, even 
though the symbol alone is all our 
undeveloped spirituality can appre- 
hend, the language that is so ade 
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quate for dealing with 
the mere accidents and 
phenomena of the Abso- 
lute fails utterly before 
the dim vision of the sub- 
stance that lies behind, in- 
forming all. Natural 
science and natural philos- 
ophy are sufficient unto 
themselves: they need no 
aid from the Pentecostal 
tongues Of art; but re- 
ligion, which deals alone 
with ultimate realities, 
finds in the “form of 
sound words’ only her 
panoply of defense 
against the insolence of 
insubordinate reason; for 
her self-revelation, for the 
communicating of her in- 
finitely higher and more 
subliminal reason, she turns to the tongue God gave 
her to this end, to painting, sculpture and architecture, 
to poetry, music, the drama and ceremonial, to art, the 
great symbol, to art, the language of the soul.

Postulating this of art in its intrinsic nature, let 
me say. at once that I do not confine the thing itself 
simply to the great arts already named; as there are 
seven sacraments defined by the Church, while never- 
theless the sacramental quality extends, in varying de- 
grees, into infinite ramifications throughout creation, 
so art itself, which is made up of seven major modes, 
reaches out into innumerable fields of potent activity. 
Beauty is the instrument of art; without it art does not 
exist, and wherever beauty is used either for self- 
revelation or for the communicating of spiritual energy, 
there is art, whether it be in the majestic modes of 
music and architecture, or in the modest ministry of 
wood carving or embroidery. The existence and mani- 
festation of beauty is the one test, the philosopher's 
stone that transmutes the 
base metal of reason into 
the fine gold of spiritual 
revelation. 

“Now I do not mean to 
involve myself in the per- 
ilous definition of this 
mystical and incompre- 
hensible thing, beauty,” 
says St. Thomas a Kem- 
pis, in writing of the 
sublime Mystery of the 
Catholic Faith, ‘“’Twere 
well not to inquire too 
curiously into the nature 
of this holy sacrament,” 
and the same _ warning 
may well be held in 
mind when we approach 
the mystery of beauty. 
It is, and its operations 
LECTERN are acknowledged, this 


is really all we _ need 
to know. In this pa- 
per [| am _ supposed to 
deal only with this opera- 
tion, and in the one cate- 
gory. of architecture, so 
all that is needed is the 
confession we all can 
make that beauty exists 
and that it is the great; 
symbolic language of the 
soul, whether it manifests 
itself through color or 
form or light and shade, 
through tone, melody, 
harmony or rhythm, or 
through any combination 
of these, or any other of 
the numberless modes of 
its expression. It may 
be said that not the 
half of art is thus spe- 
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cifically spiritual in its activity; that in whole 
schools and for long periods of time art of noble 
quality is followed and determined solely for the 
sheer joy of pleasurable sensations. This we may 
admit, for conscious revelation of higher things is no 
essential part of art; my only contention is that it 
alone has been so used, and may be again, even though 
for generations we may, in our hardness of heart, deny 
the very existence of any realm of truth beyond that 
accidental domain of the material and the conditioned, 
which from time to time obsesses men with the delu- 
sion of its own finality. And even here | think the 
thesis might be defended that this very sensuous satis- 
faction, as we call it, is not sensuous at all, but the 
blind answering of an atrophied soul to a spiritual 
stimulus, the noble nature of which is disregarded or 
denied. The obvious melodies of popular music, the 
rudimentary color-harmonies of popular painting, the 
superficial jingles of popular verse, are pleasurable to 
those who like them, not 
because of some satisfy- 
ing titillation of the sen- 
sory nerves, but because 
they, even they, are in- 
formed with some faint 
and far-blown scent of 
mystical fields,and strange 
gardens seen in forgotten 
dreams: because each one, 
however narrow the vista 
it reveals, is in some sense 
one of those 


“Magic casements open-

Of perilous seas, by 
faery lands forlorn” 


that are the avenues 
of spiritual revelation 
through the mystical 
agency of art. LECTER® 
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On this very matter writes that beautiful soul, Sir 
Thomas Browne. “For even that vulgar and Tavern- 
Musick, which makes one man merry, another mad, 
strikes in me a deep fit of devotion, and a profound 
contemplation of the First Composer. There is some- 
thing in it of Divinity more than the ear discovers: it 
is an Hieroglyphical and shadowed lesson of the whole 
World, and creatures of God; such a melody to the 
ear, as the whole World, well understood, would afford 
the understanding. In brief, it is a sensible fit of that 
harmony which intellectually sounds in the ears of God.” 

This by the way, for our 
inquiry is not here, and I try 
to return to the path that may, 
in the end, lead at the very 
last to our subject. 

I have said enough to in- 
dicate what | mean when | 
»f all art as the natural, 
and, indeed, the only adequate

expression in time and space 
of spiritual things. If it is 
this then it follows of neces- 
sity that it is the ordained 
language of religion, for re- 
ligion, through theology, is the 
Divine science which is higher 
than all natural sciences, in 
that it deals with Absolute 
Truth through perfectly ade- 
quate agencies, while the nat- 
ural sciences deal only with

and to this alone. It follows 
then that pre-eminently and in

from the very beginnings of 
recorded history. ‘God has 
never left Himself without a 
witness,” says St. Thomas, and 
even in the ethnic religions 
of antiquity, or the paganism 
that preceded the Incarnation, 
or in the pseudo-religious phil- 
osophies of the East, the dim 
witnesses. of God have made for themselves out of art 
in all its forms witnesses before men of whatever shad- 
owy glimmerings of truth were given to them. Baby- 
lon, Assyria, Egypt, all wrought for themselves great 
art, but always the beginnings were at the hands of 
priests and prophets, and however great the secular art 
that ensued always its greatest glories were achieved in 
religious service. And so through history, century 
after century, through the fastidious and exquisite tem 
ples of Greece and the half barbarian “grandeur that 
was Rome,” to the solemn basilicas of Constantine, the 
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golden and glimmering shrines of Justinian, the grave 
majesty of the churches of Charlemagne, the towering 
abbeys of Frank and Norman Benedictines, the first fine 
Gothic of the Cistercian monasteries, to the crowning 
glory of the medieval Cathedrals of France and the 
Abbeys of England. Even when civilization was break- 
ing down under the assaults of the new paganism after 
the exile at Avignon and the fall of Constantinople, it 
was religion, whatever we may think of its momentary 
condition, that was still, through the visible Church, 
leading the van in the building up of a new though 
fictitious form of art, and it 
was not until the Reformation 
that, for the first time in the 
history of the world, organ- 
ized religion turned against 
art, and, denying its virtue 
or its efficacy, devoted itself 
to the destruction of what it 
had created and what had 
been, in solemn fact, one of 
its most potent agencies of 
operation. And then _fol- 
lowed, also for the first time 
in history, that ominous thing, 
the extinction of all art, of 
every kind whatever, as an 
attribute of human life, as a 
heritage of civilization. In- 
deed, what actually ensued 
was worse even than extinc- 
tion: it was the substitution, 
first, of something with little 
beauty and with no art at all 
in place of the perfect beauty 
man already had perfectly 
made manifest: then in the 
wild yet deliberate beating 
down and utter destruction 
of these dumb memorials of 
a great material and spiritual 
past, and finally in the set- 
ting up for the worship of 
degenerate society of the 
brazen images of ugliness. 
\ stranger and more ominous 
thing than this history has 
hardly recorded. We _ have 
seen, and many times, the 
perishing of great civiliza- 
tions: the flowering of art 
during some epoch of splendid 
development, and its slow dissolution after that epoch 
had yielded to the law of the world, which is the law 
of degeneration, in opposition to the law of the spirit, 
which is the law of regeneration and development. We 
have seen the exquisite art of Greece go down in the 
wake of Greek civilization, while the art of Rome that 
foilowed on was immeasurably less noble and complete. 
In its turn we have beheld the fall of Rome and the 
coming of the Dark Ages, with even here, at the height 
of such culture as came during a barbarian cycle, art 
that was art still, though less admirable even than that 
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MARBLE BAPTISMAL FONT WITH BRONZE COVER, 
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which developed under “the drums and tramplings of 
three conquests.’’ Then at last this also was gone with 
the dying of the “false dawn” of Carlovingian civiliza- 
tion, and night fell again, deeper than ever before; 
night that was to be dispelled for centuries, a little later, 
when the mingling of northern blood with the great 
life-current of a regenerated monasticism was to make 
possible the first great triumph of Christian civilization. 

Time upon time it has seemed that art has been lost, 
but even in the deepest depths it has struggled for light, 
and never once has it been false to its own nature. 
There might be little, and that little poor, but its im- 
pulse was always right, until that great world-drama 
(the three acts of which we call the Renaissance, the 
Reformation and the Revolution) took possession of 
the stage, and since then the tale has been different. 
Che Renaissance, by its false doctrine of the sufficiency 
of the intellect, set up a scholastic and artificial theory 
of the nature of beauty and the function of art: the 
Reformation, by its substitution of a manufactured re- 
ligion for that of God’s Revelation, dried up the springs 
of spiritual energy which are the source of the art- 
impulse; the Revolution shook the very foundations of 
religious society and established economic conditions in 
which art could no longer endure: while all these cata- 
clysms, as a by-product of their activity, annihilated a 
good half of the monuments of past generations, and 
denied the virtue of the poor remainder they did not 
destroy. 

It was the greatest break-down in history and the re- 
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sults were commensurate with the cause. Art was gone, 
for the first time in history, and with the opening of the 
nineteenth century not only was the world more empty 
than ever before, but there were false gods in every 
shrine, hideous idols of the worship of ugliness and lies. 
Here and there was a voice crying in the wilderness, 
but when it became audible over the din of an uncouth 
Saturnalia, it was the voice of a painter, a poet, or a 
musician; sculpture and architect had “none too mean 
to do them reverence.” 

And now the wheel has come full turn, and every- 
where is a feverish effort at artistic restoration. We 
are ashamed and we seek for the wherewithal to cover 
our esthetic nakedness: more than this, the old virus is 
working itself out: the fruits of the Renaissance, Refor- 
mation and Revolution have been eaten, the good is by 
way of being assimilated, the evil rejected, and the gray 
dawn of a new day lightens on the hills. In spite of the 
curial ineptitudes of Rome, the invincible Erastianism 
of the East, the uncertainties of our own estate: in spite 
of the momentary triumph of atheism and anarchy in 
France, the outbreak of unearthly heresies and super- 
stitions in Russia and New England, and the apparent 
victory of secularism in education: in spite of ethical, 


political, industrial and economic disorder, the doom of 


the post-Renaissance era is sealed and in the midst of 
all our uncertainties one thing is gloriously certain and 
that is that a new epoch is dawning when religion will 
once more achieve its due supremacy over man and na- 
tions, the Catholic Faith regain its beneficent dominion 
over the souls that God made in His own Image. 

It is this conviction, whether avowed or hidden, 
whether conscious or latent, that lies at the base of 
the great turning of religion to art once more in these 
latest days. Not the desire of emulation, not the hun- 
ger for refinements of culture, but the dawning con- 
sciousness that each one of the arts is by right a paladin 
of the new crusade, that they are all by the nature given

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MR. CRAM’S ADDRESS 
W kX commend for careful reading the very able ad- 
dress by Mr. Ralph Adams Cram, F. A. L. A., 
delivered at the recent Church Congress, entitled, “Ar- 
chitecture as an Expression of Religion,” which we 
print in this issue. 

The scholarly side of the profession of architecture 
can present no better example than this thoughtful ad- 
dress, in which the author shows by his spoken word, as 
well as he has by his completed work, the high plane 
of thought that dominates the successful architect. 

To the younger generation, which at the outset of its 
professional life looks, as do young men in other pro- 
fessions, to the men who have added dignity and luster 
to the calling, Mr. Cram’s address will serve to arouse 
a spirit of emulation and create increased respect for 
the work to be done. 

There can be no great measure of success in any walk 
in life where the worker fails to dignify that which he 
sets out to do. Artists, like poets, are born, but the 
greatest artists are those who, not content with accept- 
ing the facility that is born in them, delve into the litera- 
ture of their work, and by careful study and much 
thoughtful concentration leave the task further ad- 
vanced than when they found it. It is men of this 
character in every profession that advance its inter- 
ests and uphold its dignities. It is a subject for 
congratulation that in the profession of architecture 
there are so many scholarly men. Not scholarly 
alone in the sense that they have received the “hall 
mark” of an alma mater, but in the sense that, hav- 
ing secured the benefits of an academic training, they 
have with that as a basis risen to higher planes that 
only come from constant study. 

It augurs well for the future when we find through- 
out the profession of architecture men of this higher 
training lending their time and giving their best efforts 
in co-operating with those who seek to advance the gen- 
eral good. If we could calculate the value of this service, 
rendered by architects, busy with the exacting duties of 
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their professional work, and for which they receive no 
compensation, we would, undoubtedly, find that in no 
other profession is so much contributed toward the 
general advancement of the cause. 


A PROPOSED COMPETITION 


N the current news columns of this issue will be 
found an abstract of an article that was recently 
published in a San Francisco daily paper anent the sub- 
ject of a proposed competition to secure plans for a 
new City Hall in that city. It is a satisfaction to know 
that chapters of the American Institute of Architects 
all over the country are active, as in this case, correct- 
ing the impression that architects are in the business of 
making plans, rather than practicing the profession of 
architecture. It appears that in the case under con- 
sideration there is no assurance that a building will be 
erected from any of the plans asked for, but the Board 
of Supervisors apparently did not believe that fact to 
be of importance to the profession, so long as a sum 
of money would be distributed as prizes. If the public 
could be brought to a correct understanding of the 
architect's attitude, and made to realize that the drawing 
of plans is only incidental to the practice of architecture, 
and not the business of it, instances of this kind would 
become rare. The making of plans is only a preliminary 
step in the process of creating the forms of enduring 
materials that not only serve a utilitarian purpose, but if 
well conceived and skillfully executed satisfy our artis- 
tic sensibilities. For members of the profession to enter 
such a competition as that proposed in San Francisco, 
would be to submit to a test of proficiency in this pre- 
liminary preparation for the practice of their profession. 
There appears to be no occasion for such a student-day 
task and no value to be derived from it, even if we 
were not concerned with maintaining the dignity and 
ethics of our calling. 


FIREPROOF CONSTRUCTION 


HILE the proportion of money expended during 
November of this year for building operations 
shows but a slight increase over that of November, 
1909, it is gratifying to note that of the total amount 
fourteen per cent. was for fireproof structures. While 
this proportion may seem small, and not greatly encour- 
aging to those who are fighting the battle for a more 
permanent construction, it is an advance over the same 
period in 1909, when but three per cent. of the amount 
expended for new buildings was for fireproof structures. 
Grouping but the larger cities, the present propor- 
tion of fourteen per cent. would probably be greatly in- 
creased, for in such localities the building codes make a 
fireproof form of construction mandatory in certain 
areas. The fire losses of the country are bulked more 
largely, figured in percentages, in the smaller cities and 
towns where earlier forms of construction still exist. 
A writer in an industrial paper advocates the obliga- 
tion on all designers to instruct owners as to their moral 
duties and endeavor to at least include in their plans 
roofs of fireproof material. He points out that most 
fires kindled from adjacent hazards have their inception 
on their roofs, which are often constructed of such 
inflammable materials as to really invite danger. 
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them by God, soldiers of the cross, and that their hearts 
and their swords are not lightly to be despised in the 
new winning of the world to Christ. 

Michelet has somewhere said that “history is only a 
series of resurrections” and this is what the Church 1s 
doing to-day—returning to the old and tried methods 
of the past, when the builder and painter and carver, the 
musician and poet and maker of liturgies marched side 
by side with the prophet and monk and missionary into 
the strongholds of barbarism and infidelity, putting into 
visible and audible form the faith they practised. 

No other course was possible: since beauty is the rev- 
elation of all that lies beyond the horizon of our finite 
vision, art, which is beauty organized and made opera- 
tive, becomes the great language of the soul, and there- 
fore it is crushed, mutilated, impotent, when it remains 
in bondage to material things, while without it religion 
is shorn of one of her greatest agencies of self-expres- 
sion and of influence. This is the meaning of the won- 
derful revival of religious art of every kind that began 
simultaneously with the spiritual upheaval of the Ox- 
ford movement and has kept pace, step by step, with 
the growing consciousness of her Catholic heritage 
which, for now three-quarters of a century, has pene- 
trated the Church of the English-speaking race. This 
is the meaning of the new life in religious painting and 
sculpture ; in glass making and metal working and em- 
broidery ; in architecture, music and ceremonial. We 
look, sometimes with amusement, sometimes with hor- 
ror, on the ecclesiastical fabrics of the early nineteenth 
century, on the barren and hideous forms, the apolo- 
getic music, the thin and enervated ceremonial. Now 
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we, and not we alone, but all Protestantism with us, are 
building churches as near in spirit and in form to those 
of the great Middle Ages as the somewhat limited ca- 
pacities of our architects will permit: we demand the 
glass of Chartres and York, the sculptures of Amiens and 
Wells, the gold and silver and brass and iron of Hildes- 
heim and Venice and Dalmatia, the pictures of Umbria, 
the music of Milan, the vestments of the treasuries of 
Spain. Daily our ceremonial grows richer and more 
beautiful and its widening ring takes in, one after an- 
other, men and places that but a few years ago were 
staunch defenders, if not of Calvinistic theology, at least 
of Calvinistic art. Even the old shibboleth of “Roman- 
izing, Romanizing” is heard no more, for its absurdity 
is recognized, and the basic impulse of religious art is 
seen to be other than a preliminary symptom of dis- 
affection. It is not because we want something that 
Rome alone has got, but because at last we know we 
have it also, the thing itself, that we return to our sister, 
Beauty, and call upon her once again to cry to all the 
manifold products of God’s Hands “O all ye works of 
the Lord, bless ye the Lord, praise Him and magnify 
Him forever.” 

The theological peculiarities of Geneva and Edin 
burgh can adequately be communicated by the spoken 
and unadorned word: the marvellous mysteries of the 
Catholic faith breathe themselves into the spiritual con- 
sciousness through the mediumship of art. 

To every movement, then, toward the restoration of 
diplomatic relations between religion and art the Church 
must give her earnest support. Everywhere the artist 
and the craftsman is looking wistfully toward the old- 
time mistress of his art. Usually he has lost his faith, 


and he is not wholly to blame for it, but in his art lies 


the possibility of his conversion, or at least the assurance 
that, accepted, it will be easier for those that follow to 
regain their faith, or hold it whole and intact. To all 
the workers in all the arts the Church must now go, say- 
“\We made you, we forsook you, we are sorry, and 
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now we need you again: give us of your best that we 
may offer it on the altar of God.” 

“The best.” Here, perhaps, lies the kernel of it all. 
For centuries we have taken the worst, and as little of 
that as possible ; now we take anything that comes along, 
not from perversity but from lack of knowledge, and 
from a certain innocent trustfulness that takes a man 
and particularly an artist—at his own valuation, or at 
least at the valuation placed upon him by some person 
or thing of which we stand in awe. Late Italian mass 
music and decadent ceremonial; plausible and loudly 
heralded stained glass of barbaric splendor ; commercial 
products in metal and wood-work, saccharine statues— 
sometimes of plaster—of the type cear to the heart of 
the Latin “parrocchio,” imitation Gothic architecture 
also sometimes of plaster, with a little harmless, neces- 
sary steel or iron encased within. We want the real 
thing, the real beauty, the real art, but the trouble 1s 
we sometimes can be induced to accept a substitute, 
while sometimes also the best of us know too well what 
we like, and this is always dangerous. 

The first battle has been won—the battle for beauty: 
we know now that this we must have; now let us 
establish the victory by winning the battle for truth. 

And this does not mean the easy victory over plaster 
and papier-maché, gold leaf and lacquer, imitation mar- 
ble, steel covered with concrete, and all the other sub- 
stitutes that are now so tempting to the eye hungry for 
beauty, and to the emaciated purse. It means the far 
more arduous hattle for the fundamental truth of 
esthetic ideals, for art that shall be significant, and 
vital with the breath of the great art of the past 
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It is not the fault of the priest, or the building com- 
mittee, or the altar society that here we so often fail; 
it is the fault, in great measure, of the artist; but I hon 
estly believe he himself is only a victim of that most 
pernicious and devil-engendered principle of the preseni 
age, namely, “give the people what they want.” Oi 
course any society that acts on that, basis has its endin; 
in the pit of perdition ; but this we do not see with per 
fect clarity, and so the artist prostitutes his God-given 
art to the false ideal of what is Cemanded of him. H« 
is wrong: no one nowadays wants anything but the best 
i: art—which is one of the most encouraging signs in 
a dubious day—but this demand is not always couche 
in unmistakable terms. Let it be specific, make it cleat 
that you look on the artist as a minister in minor or 
ders, and that on him alone rests the obligation to mak« 
tis work, in however small a degree, a revelation o! 
spiritual truth, and | do not think he will fail you. 

I do not mean that as yet any artist can safely be 
given his head; least of all the architect. Art is still in 
bondage to that spirit of the Renaissance-Reformation 
Revolution the Church has now freed herself from t 
so surprising a degree; but I do mean that the time has 
come when a principle only may safely be enunciated, 
the details being left wholly to the artist. It is not so 
long ago that priests who had read Parker’s Glossary, 
or some handbook on church building, or had spent a 
summer in England, felt it their duty to instruct an 
architect as to the working out of his plans, even in 
some cases demanding that some church or other in 
England should be duplicated. Well, this was bad 
enough, but I dare say better than the terrible things 
that might have happened—and did happen for that 
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matter—when the architect was permitted to give free 
rein to his fervid imagination. In any case, this time 
has gone, and in spite of the schools of architecture 
there are now many artists of every kind—and particu- 
larly architects—who may safely be trusted to do hon- 
orable and competent work. Nevertheless, there is still 
one function that the priest, or, better still, the Church, 
must perform, and that is the laying down of the fun- 
damental law of all religious art. 

What is this law? It is a very simple one, viz., that 
religious art must express, not the predilections of one 
man, or the arbitrary theories of a school, but the 
Church herself, in other words, a divine institution un- 
changeable in essentials, infinitely adaptable in every- 
thing else, And this means that whatever is done must 
be faithful first of all to the universal laws of Christian 
art, then that it must preserve an unbroken continuity 
with the art of our own blood and race, and finally that 
it must declare itself of our own time as to the acci- 





dents of its expression. 

Several principles develop from this: under the first 
heading we are forced back five centuries to the time 
when Christian art came to an end: across the desert 
wastes of Protestantism and the opulent gardens of neo- 
paganism, back to the Middle Ages, when the living 
stream that had refreshed a thirsty land from before 
the days of Hellas and Byzantium disappeared below 
the surface into some subterranean channel wherefrom 
comes now only the murmur of troubled waters impa- 
tient for release. So far as the art expression of relig- 
ion is concerned, nothing has happened since the fall of 
Constantinople in which we need display any particular 


interest. Back to medizvalism we must go, and begin 
again. 
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And as to continuity, that indispensable succession 
that aione ensures the vitality of art while it parallels 
that Apostolical succession which alone ensures the Di- 
vine vitality of the Catholic Church, it means that we 
are not at liberty to pick and choose among the tenta- 
tive styles of a crescent Christianity, but that we must 
return to the one style our forefathers at last created 
for the full expression of their blood and faith. Lom- 
bard we may like, or Byzantine, or Norman, or Roman- 
esque, but they are not for us, tor they were stepping 
stones only, not accomplished facts. Those that were 
of the South or the East are of alien blood. Our Church 
and we ourselves are of the North, northern. We are 
of them that purged the world of a great paganism, 
dead, and infecting all Europe with the miasma of its 
corruption. Frank and Teuton, Norman and burgun- 
dian, Kelt and Saxon and Dane are in our blood and 
bone and our very flesh, and for the major part of what 
we are we owe an everlasting debt to this fierce blood of 
the Baltic shores, tamed and turned into righteous 
courses by the monks of St. Benedict, St. Robert, St. 
Jernard and St. Norbert. 

We forget it all, for a tirne, but we return at last, 
and as now perhaps the most significant thing in the 
development of our own moiety of the Church is the 
restoration of that monasticism which was the engen- 
dering fire of Christian medizvalism, so by inevitable 
analogy we return to the art that blossomed in the gar- 
dens they made in the wilderness, to the heritage of our 
name and race, the Gothic of France and England and 
of all our own north countries, washed by our own seas. 

Yet there is danger in this—the danger of archzo- 
logical dry-rot. We must begin somewhere, we no 
longer have within ourselves the power of artistic gen- 
eration, and even if we had, if we could produce an art 
like that of Paris or Canterbury or York out of our 
own inner selves, we should lack the right, for we must 
above all things show that our religion stretches, with- 
out a break, through medizvalism and the dark ages, to 
Calvary. Gothic architecture and Gothic art do this

for in them are gathered up and perfected all the ten- 
tative efforts of all Christendom; but if we stop there 
we deny the Faith, for we know that in accordance with 
the promise of Christ He is with His Church even 
unto the end of the world and that through the abiding 
presence of the Holy Spirit she is being led into all 
truth. The Christian life is a life of progressive devel- 
opment ; the life of the Church is no other; and little by 
little new aspects of old wonders are opened beiore our 
eyes. Therefore our art must content itself with no 
finalities ; it must grow ever and onward, from the high- 
est point thus far it has reached, the mountain summit 
of medizvalism, from whose cloud-encircled top dim 
visions already unroll of still loftier summits, accessible 
at last, once we forsake the mistaken path that long ago 
opened out broad and inviting, only to disappear in the 
morass of artificial paganism. And so our new art, re- 
founded on the old, must be mobile, adaptable, sensitive 
to all righteous influences, repellent of all that are evil; 
not a simulacrum, but a living thing. 

Is this too much to ask? Greater has been before 
and with faith we may move mountains. 

The part that art is to play in the rebuilding of a new 
civilization is hardly to be estimated in words, and of all 
the arts the one that is destined to do the greatest work 
is architecture. Why this is so I confess I do not 
know, but so it has been in the past. There is some 
strange quality in architecture that makes its spiritual 
efficiency dominant over the other arts.- Music is more 
poignant, painting more human in its appeal, while 
ach art in its turn exerts some special influence be- 
yond the province of the others. Architecture binds 
them in one, harmonizing, controlling, directing them, 
and lifting them up in a great structural Te Deum. 

A perfect church, within whose walls is passing the 


ordered pageantry unnumbered generations have built 
up in beauty and through the seven arts to do honor and 
reverence to the Creator and Redeemer of the world. 
there present in the Holy Sacrament of the altar is the 
greatest work of man. Into it enters every art raised 
now to the highest point of achievement, and as archi- 
tecture, painting and sculpture assemble for the building 
of the tabernacle itself, so do music, poetry, the drama 
and ceremonial gather into another great work of art, 
an opus Dei, that prefigures the infinite wonder of 
Heaven itseif. 

And we threw it all away, once, in our blindness of 
heart and contempt of God’s word and commandment: 
blowing up the matchless fabrics with gunpowder: beat- 
ing out the jeweled windows and shattering with ham- 
mer and axe the fretted altars and shrines and tombs 
and chiseled images of saints and martyrs, even the 
Crucifix itself, the sign of our Redemption: filching the 
jewels from vestments and sacred vessels, casting con- 
secrated gold and silver into the melting pot, turning 
copes and chasubles into bed hangings, and altar cloths 
into chair cushions, leaving the few churches we did not 
destroy barren, empty, desolated. 

Now we are doing what we can by way of amend- 
ment. We are handicapped by the deeds of our fathers, 
and by their consequences, but the restoration must be 
accomplished, however arduous the effort. 

And the reward is worthy the effort. Create in imagi- 
nation the figure of what may be again: cathedrals like 
-aris and Chartres and Gloucester and Exeter: sculp- 
tures like the marshaled saints of Amiens and Wells, 
pictures and altar pieces like those of Giotto and Fra 
Angelico: windows that rival Bourges and York: the 
beating of sublime Gregorian chants like the echo of 
heavenly harmonies; and ceremonial that absorbs half 
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of the regenerated arts, composing them into an opus 
Dei that is the perfection of all that man can do to honor 
in material and sensible form the central mystery of the 
Catholic Faith. 

Once more at the hand of man all the works of the 
Lord shall praise Him and magnify Him forever, and 
from every cathedral or monastery or parish church 
shall go out the vast, subtle, insistent missionary influ- 
ence of art, again restored to her due place as the hand- 
maid of religion; breaking down that pride of intellect 
that will not yield to intellectual attack ; winning souls 
hungry but defiant; dissolving the barriers that man in 
his insolence has reared to make of no avail the prayer 
of Christ that all His children might be made one; 
manifesting to the world the Absolute Truth and Beauty 
that are the Revelation of God. Architecture, with all 
the arts. is the God-given language of religion. It 
has been too long in bondage to the world; let it now 


serve God again through the Holy Catholic Church. 
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The Work of Cram. Goodhue & Ferguson, Archi-

No criticism or analysis of the work of the Boston 
office of Messrs. Cram, Goodhue & Ferguson, illustrated 
in this issue, and which will be further continued in our 
issue of January 11, has been attempted. It is believed 
none is necessary. The work of this firm in ecclesias- 
tical architecture is too well known in the profession 
to call for any extended comment. 

The illustrations presented, of interiors, furniture and 
other accessories, show thoughtful care in designing 
even the smallest details and that respectful attitude 
toward a problem that insures its successful completion. 

It is believed that the material illustrated in this and 
the forthcoming issue is of sufficient importance to 
warrant its careful preparation for publication, and 
that it will serve as a source of inspiration for others 
the ecclesiastical architecture.

FROM THE STANDING COMMITTEE ON COMPETITIONS OF THE 
AMERICAN INSTITUTE OF ARCHITECTS 


To the Editors of TH&t AMERICAN ARCHITECT: 

Dear Strs:—Recent editorials in architectural jour- 
nals strongly support the present effort of the American 
Institute of Architects to improve competitions, yet 
communications and minor notes show in some cases 
such a lack of information that it seems well that some 
statement on the subject should be made. 

It is obvious that any improvement in the conduct of 
competitions can take place only as a result of the gen- 
eral enlightenment of the profession and through it of 
the public. After many years of discussion the profes- 
sion appears to have reached substantial agreement as 
to what are the essentials of a well-conducted competi- 
tion. Without such agreement the present advanced 
position of the institute would be out of the question. 

The institute has made many attempts to inform the 
public as to the proper conduct of competitions and to 
dissuade architects from taking part in them except 
under proper conditions. Its carefully prepared state- 
ments, though they had an excellent educational effect, 
were without other result since they were merely ad- 
visory. 

The institute never has presumed, nor does it now 
presume, to dictate the owner’s course in conducting a 
competition, but it aims to assist him by advising the 
adoption of such methods as experience has proved just 
and wise. But the institute has at last reached the con- 
clusion that the most effective means within its com- 
mand for the improvement of competition practice lies 
in seeing to it that its own members do not take part 
in ill-regulated competitions. 

Architects generally have for many years regarded 
the institute as the highest authority on the ethics of 
the profession and the institute is certainly within its 
province when it instructs its members as to what is 
good competition practice and requires them to conform 
to it just as when it instructs them on other questions 
of professional ethics and requires them to conform to 
these instructions. 

In consonance with these thoughts the convention of 
1907 adopted certain principles as in its opinion funda- 
mental to the proper conduct of competitions, while that 
of 1908 decided that any competition not conducted in 
accordance with them should be formally disapproved 
by the institute. 

In practice it was found that it was impossible to 
gain a knowledge of all or even of any large proportion 
of the competitions throughout the country so as to dis- 
approve those not in harmony with the institute’s prin- 
ciples. It was also difficult and expensive to notify all 
members each time that a competition was disapproved. 
Thus many badly conducted competitions escaped atten- 
tion and were open to the participation of members. 

It became obvious that the converse of this scheme 
provided a more practicable course. The convention of 


1909, therefore, adopted the principle that participation 
in any competition the program of which has not been 
approved by the institute is unprofessional conduct. 

The convention gave the board authority to approve 
acceptable programs and power to delegate that author- 
ity. Thus it became necessary for the board to estab- 
lish a standard by which to test programs submitted for 
approval. Fortunately the opinion of the profession as 
to the essentials of a good program being well crystal- 
lized, the board found its task easier than it had antici- 
pated. 

The formulation of these essentials resulted in a 
“Circular of Advice Relative to the Conduct of Archi- 
tectural Competitions” which serves the purpose of 
informing the public on the whole subject; of instruct- 
ing architects as to what the institute regards as good 
practice; of strengthening the position of advisers 
chosen to conduct competitions as well as of setting 
up a standard to which programs must conform if they 
are to receive the approval of the institute. 

The board delegated its power of approval to the 
Standing Committee on Competitions and to a sub- 
committee for the territory of each chapter. Each of 
these subcommittees deals only with competitions for 
work to be executed within its own territory. Programs 
for work not within the territory of any chapter are 
passed upon by the Standing Committee. 

The circular of advice is in general an essay on com- 
petitions and it is in the main—as its name indicates 
merely an advisory document. The board found com- 
paratively few things so essential to the proper conduct 
of a competition as to be made mandatory. Its instruc- 
tions to the committees charged with giving the insti- 
tute’s approval are that the program should conform to 
the spirit of the circular of advice, but as this state- 
ment might be interpreted in various ways more specific 
directions are given: 








Ist. Approval must be withheld if a program appear not to be 
in consonance with law. 

2nd. Except the law require an open competition, approval 
may not be given to one in which no precautions are 
taken that the competitors are competent to design and 
execute the work. 

3rd. As experience shows that unless a professional adviser 
be in charge of them, competitions are almost always 
hopelessly bad, the institute will give its approval to no 
competition that is not in charge of such an adviser. 

4th. The institute will approve no program that does not con- 
stitute a contract between the owner and competitors 
guaranteeing that an award of the commission to design 
and supervise the work will be made to one of the com- 
petitors, nor will it sanction a program which fails to 
establish the terms of the winner’s employment as those 
of the institute schedule. There must also be provision 
for adequate compensation in case of the architect’s dis- 
missal or of the abandonment of the work. 


It would seem that no argument is necessary to show 
that lacking any of the above requirements, the program 
fails to reach such a standard as the institute should 
set for its members. 











A brief summary of the advisory portions of the cir- 
cular would show that they treat the subject as follows: 


ist. It is pointed out that competitions are not generally to 
the advantage of the owner, that it is better to employ an 
architect on the basis of his fitness for the work and that 
if a competition must be held the interests of the owner 
will be best served by equitable and definite agreements 
between himself and the competitors. 

2nd. The role of professional adviser is defined and his em- 
ployment urged. 


3rd. The owner is advised not to hold a competition open to 
all comers but to carefully select his competitors. 

4th. The kinds of competition recognized by the institute are 
defined. 


sth. Strict anonymity of competitors is urged. 

6th. The owner is advised to avoid various pitfalls in respect 
to the cost of the proposed work, competitors’ and 
builders’ estimates, etc. 

7th. The owner is urged to receive the advice of a competent 
jury before making the award. 

8th. Reasons are given why drawings should be as few in 
number and simple in character as will express the gen- 
eral design of the building. 

oth \ program is outlined in detail, some twenty statements 
being made as to its essential contents 

1oth. The question of what constitutes proper agreements be- 
tween owner and competitors and between owner and 
winner is treated at length. 

11th. The proper conduct 
considered.

The circular was issued upon the 3oth of March, 
1910, and was widely circulated among members of the 
profession and the public generally through owners, 
editors, educators, etc. Copies of it may be obtained 
from Mr. Glenn Brown, secretary of the American 
Institute of Architects, the Octagon, Washington, D. C. 
Its reception was marked by general approval and it 
has since then been in successful operation. Many pro- 
grams have been brought into harmony with its require- 
ments and have received the approval of the institute. 
In some instances the owner on receiving the circular 
has decided to abandon the idea of a competition and 
has chosen his architect directly, a much-to-be-desired 
result. In the instances in which the program was not 
brought into harmony with the principles approved by 
the institute the results have justified members in not 
taking part in the competition, since the outcome in 
most cases shows either failure to appoint any com- 
petitor as architect or failure to proceed with the work 
for which the competition was held.

There is every possibility that Van Dyck’s “The Earl 
and Countess of Derby and Their Child,” which has long 
been in the gallery of Lord Clarendon, but which has 
recently been sold, will presently come to America. The 
English newspapers are, of course, regretting that the 
canvas was not bought for the National Gallery, which 
is not particularly strong in souvenirs of Van Dyck’s 
English period, but Sir Charles Holroyd is quoted as 
saying that it was not even offered to the institution in 
his care. 





BOOK NOTES 
A House or Brick. A plea for the greater use of 

brick in our domestic architecture; for a material 
which combines beauty, durability and economy; a 
material which seems to bespeak the house enduring 
—the home beautiful. Published for the Clay Prod- 
icts Association of America, by Rogers & Manson, 
Boston.

The subtitle above set down so fully expresses the 
contents of this book that little, if anything, remains 
to be said in the way of review. 

The book will be of interest to architects as it con- 
tains among its illustrations the drawings submitted in 
the recent competition held by The Brickbuilder for 
a ten thousand dollar brick house. These are accom- 
panied by the report of the jury of award, together with 
the program of the competition. 

In the text are articles on “The Work of a Brick 
House,” “The Charm of Good Brickwork,” and “The 
Use of Brick in Mantels,” by William D. Austin, Charles 
S. Schneider and J. Monroe Hewlett, respectively.

Authoritative 
reference to manners and customs and the materials 
employed, all concisely stated, and from the viewpoint 
of the practising architect, enables the reader to acquire 
an insight into the earlier domestic life of England that 
is as entertaining as it is informing. The greater part 
of the work is taken up by illustration and critical notes 
of recent examples of domestic architecture in England 
designed by men who have specialized in this line of 
work. 


These alone make the book of much interest to archi- 
tects as it presents many types of design in which the 
English architect is known to excel and with the accom- 
panying floor plans gives better than any amount of 
text could a clear idea of the modern English home.

Harmonizing Fifth Avenue Report of an Inter- 
view with Mr. John M. Carrere 


At the request of the Fifth Avenue Association, Mr. 
\rnold W. Brunner, president of the New York 
Chapter, A. I. A., has appointed a committee consisting 
of Mr. John M. Carrére, Mr. William M. Kendall and 
himself to recommend regulations for the future archi 
tectural embellishment of Fifth Avenue. 

The New York Evening Post, of October 5, reports 
the following interview with Mr. Carrere: 

“For some time,” said Mr. Carrére, “I have been 
giving considerable thought to the subject of influencing 
the development of architecture in the Fifth Avenue 
district on the lines of beauty, order, and harmony, and 
trying to devise some practical means of accomplishing 
this purpose. I] am convinced that no ordinances, laws, 
or other restrictive or compulsory methods would be 
successful, but I do believe that all that is necessary in 
this instance, as in many others, is to bring the matter 
to the attention of the public in some suggestive form 
that will be helpful, and that will tend toward the ulti 
mate accomplishment of the purpose by interesting 
owners and architects, and giving them some kind of an 
incentive and a programme. 

“There is no question that, without establishing any 
arbitrary set of rules or restrictions, and without inter 
fering with vested rights or personal prerogatives, we 
could gradually arvive at a consensus of opinion on cer- 
tain fundamental features of the problem. For in 
stance, it is obvious that it would be desirable that all 
buildings on Fifth Avenue should be built of stone to 
the exclusion of brick, terra-cotta, and other materials 
of less dignity; also that without prescribing any one 
kind of stone, the general harmony would be enhanced 
if the selection were confined to stones of light color, 
whether granite, marble, limestone, or other varieties, 
so that without absolute uniformity and monotony there 
would be general harmony. 

“Some restriction as to the height of buildings would, 


one block or in one street, with one another so that 
the general effect will be enhanced, as no matter how 
beautiful a building may be it does not improve the 
neighborhood if it jars with all the other buildings in 
the perspective. 

“Perhaps it would not be amiss to suggest some re 
strictions as to style, not as to periods, but as to tenden 
cies. | merely mention these few suggestions to indi 
cate the general trend of my thought on the subject.’

A Contrast Between Two Competitions in the 
South 

A striking contrast is afforded by two architectural 
competitions now in progress in southern cities. 

At Richmond, Va., the Confederate Memorial \sso- 
ciation is about to choose an architect for a building 
which will contain a stately hall of assembly and will 
house its collections of objects of interest of the period 
of the Civil War. The association, although it retained 
experts for the preparation of the program and _ to 
conduct the competition, issued the program before 
asking its approval by the American Institute of Archi- 
tects. Since the program failed in several respects to 
conform to the provisions of its Code of Competitions, 
the Institute was unable to give the desired approval. 

Upon these facts being presented to the professional 
advisers and by them to the executive committee of 
the association, announcement was made that a revised 
program in harmony with the principles approved by 
the Institute would be issued. As the 
gram is admirable in so many ways that a brief resumé 
of it will be of interest to architects. 


revised pro- 


The program constitutes an agreement between the 
Association and the competitors guaranteeing that one 
of them will be employed as the architect for the build- 
ing under the terms of the Institute Schedule of 
Charges. It provides a proper basis of settlement in 
case of the architect’s dismissal or the abandonment of 
the work. It provides suitable prizes for the authors 
of the four designs adjudged next in merit after that 
of the winner. 

It provides that architects desiring to participate in 
the competition must submit drawings and photographs 
of work executed by them and that only those who thus 
demonstrate their capacity properly to carry out the 
work shall be admitted to the competition. 

Provision is also made for submission of the designs 
to a jury of three consisting of the president of the 
association, one of the professional advisers and another 
architect to be named by the president of the American 
Institute of Architects. In the light of the findings of 
this jury, the executive committee will make the final 
decision. 

The drawings, while they are adequate to present the 
design, are few and at a reasonably small scale. An 
interesting and admirable feature of the program lies 
in the fact that the utmost latitude of solution is allowed 
the competitors and that the statement of requirements 
is as far removed from that tormenting precision and 
over elaboration so frequent in programs as can well 
be imagined. The competitors are not called upon to 
make any statement as to the cost of the building, but 
its cubage is carefully limited. The problem itself is a 
highly interesting one and architects who are interested 
in the competition may obtain copies of the program 
from Mr. J. Taylor Ellyson, Richmond, Va. 

At Chattanooga, Tenn., a county court house is about 
to be cost of $30,000. The

failing to conform to the principles approved by 
the Institute, the attention of the building committee 
was called to the Institute's “Circular of Advice” and 
the employment of an expert adviser was urged. After 
a lapse of several weeks the program was issued with- 
out substantial amendment. 

The program fails to state that any expert has been 
employed and in fact gives every evidence that none has 
It distinctly states that “the successful competi- 
tor will be employed by the building committee as archi- 
tect for the building,” but this is nullified in the same 
sentence by the provision that “the building committee 
reserves the right to reject any and all plans without 
expense to the county.” 

Should an architect be secured by means of the com 
petition he will be paid 3 per cent. on the cost of the 
building for plans, specifications, detail drawings and a 
general interpretation of them, but the committee re- 
serves the right to employ whomsoever it pleases to 
supervise the construction of the work. If after ap- 
pointing an architect they do not think him competent 
he must associate with himself some architect satisfac- 
tory to the building committee and pay that architect 
for his services. 

Should the committee desire the architect to superin 
tend construction he must so act for a fee of 2 per cent., 
and should he fail or refuse to so act and the county be 
damaged thereby a sufficient amount of his fees shall 
be held to cover the damage. 

The program includes an ingenious scheme whereby 
the “successful architect shall give a good and sufficient 
bond in the sum of $10,000 for the purpose of protecting 
and saving harmless the county by reason of any or all 
mistakes in or about his plans, drawings and specifica- 
tions” and in order to determine whether he has made 
any mistakes in his plans an elaborate scheme of select- 
ing arbitrators, one by the architect, one by the building 
committee, one by the judge of the Circuit Court of 
Hamilton County, is announced; their procedure is de 
scribed and the costs of the arbitration is divided be 
tween the county and architect. 

A lengthy and detailed statement of the accommoia- 
tion required in the building is given, but the building 
committee with singular modesty and caution state that 
neither they nor the county will assume any liability for 
these statements. 

All this seems to have been too bitter a pill for even 
the kind of architects willing to take part in such a 
competition, and in a supplement to the program the 
committee withdraws so much of it as relates to the 
giving of a bond and states that an architect will be 
employed as professional adviser in the conduct of the 
competition. His employment seems a trifle late for 
any usefulness on his part. It is indeed a 
wonder how any architect could be found willing to 
act as adviser after the issuance of such a program. 

The program was not in all respects a bad one. Had 
the building committee adopted the Institute’s sugges- 
tion of appointing an expert before the issuance of the 
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program instead of afterward, had they then eliminated 
the bond instead of afterward and had they made a few 
more changes which they might wisely have made, they 
would have brought their program into harmony with 
the principles approved by the Institute and would have 
opened their competition to the great body of able, com- 
petent and honest practitioners of whose services they 
have now deprived themselves. 

The futility of an attempt on the part of an inex- 
perienced and uninstructed committee to pass without 
expert guidance through the intricate mazes of a public 
competition is thus again demonstrated.

A Communication 
To THE Epiror or THE AMERICAN ARCHITECT: 

Dear Sir—I am able to make an interesting addition 
to the points of my article of September 28, which 
related to the Report of the Italian Commission on the 
Leaning Tower of Pisa. 

An Italian translation of this article is in course of 
preparation, and it occurred to me that a diagram rep- 
resenting the difference in the results of the same plumb, 
as measured to level and as measured to slope, would 
be an interesting and useful addition to the article. 

In my article in your issue of September 28 | 
had estimated (by compass test on the very small scale 
of the original DeFleury section of the Leaning Tower) 
that the DeFleury sixth story plumb would give a 10 
cm. higher result on the measure to slope than it did 
on the measure to level. 

In order to prepare an illustration bearing on the 
general principle, for use in the Italian translation, | 
instructed my draughtsman to make a drawing, four 
times enlarged, from that part of the DeFleury section 
which shows the ground floor of the tower, and to re 
port to me what results would be obtained by the en- 
larged scale as regards the measure to slope.

Please note this diagram herewith. The additional 
amount on the measure to slope is not 10 cm. It is 
7 cm. 

Now 7 cm. is the amount which the Commission re- 
ports that the tower has moved since the DeFleury 
sixth story plumb of 1859 (if this sixth story plumb 
can be trusted, which the Commission doubts). 

If we suppose that the Commission took a plumb 
from the sixth story and that this plumb was measured 
to the surface slope, it appears likely or possible that 
the erroneous impression was thus derived that the 
tower had moved 7 cm. since the date of DeFleury’s 
plumb. The correspondence of the figure of 7 cm., 
mentioned by the Commission, to the difference of 


cm. between the two measures shown by the diagram 
makes this hypothesis attractive, although it obliges 
us to assume that the Commission overlooked the point 
that the difference between sixth story plumbs would 
not be the same as the difference between seventh story 
plumbs.

BOOK NOTES 


Tue Liverpool ARCHITECTURAL SKETCH Book. Being 
the Annual of the School of Architecture of the 
University of Liverpool. Published by the Proprie- 
tors of the Architectural Review. Caxton House, 
Westminster, London. MHalf-crown, net. 1910. 

In those who are familiar with the admirable work 
being done by Professor Reilly at the University of 
Liverpool, and the energy with which it is prosecuted, 
the appearance oi the architectural school annual for 
1910 will excite much interest. This publication takes 
the form of an 80-page book somewhat larger than the 
Architectural Review, seventy-eight pages of which are 
devoted to illustrations. Part I is devoted to measured 
drawings by students of the school of such buildings 
as the Taylorian Institute, Oxford; St. George’s Hall, 
Liverpool; the Custom House, Dublin; St. Mary-le- 
Strand, London; Palazzo Pompeii, Verona; Palazzo 
Pandolfini, Florence—twenty-three subjects in all. Part 
II is devoted exclusively to design problems given in 
the school. In accordance with Professor Reilly's wise 
policy, these problems deal chiefly with architecture 
done in “the grand manner,” or monumental work, 
though ‘ta set of twelve almshouses,” “a workman's 
cottage” and “a hotel for a country town” give the 
student an opportunity to relax occasionally and ex- 
press his emotions in more homely idiom. 

In his lucid introduction to the book, Professor 
Reilly justly observes “all early teaching, to be effective, 
must be academic,” and though a stranger may not 
wisely proclaim ex cathedra opinions about any matter 
abroad, we venture to believe that the School of Archi- 
tecture of Liverpool University gives the best promise, 
of any means in sight, of rejuvenating the art archi- 
tectural of England. It is true the solutions shown are 
not those likely to be reached by American architectural 
students, but there is no reason why they should be, 
and every consideration of wholesome development why 
they should not. 





Church Tower Moved Intact 


In the issue for September, 1910, L’ Architecture et la 
Construction dans le Nord reports the moving intact 
of «. church tower, covering a superficial area of some 
1,100 feet and 150 feet high a distance of about thirty 
feet. The operation was made necessary by alterations 
and the enlargement of the building, and was per- 
formed without disturbing the continuous working of 
a sixteenth century clock installed in the tower. The 
work occupied ten days and was successfully carried out 
by a firm of American contractors familiar with such 
operations, 
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Problems in Town Planning 


In the current issue of the London Architectural Re- 
view exception is taken by Mr. W. R. Davidge to some 
current notions regarding traffic problems and the cor- 
rect placing of monumental or otherwise interesting 
buildings at civic centers. This paper and its illustra- 
tions deserves attention though one may not wholly 
agree with the author’s conclusions. 


D. H. Burnham on Town Planning Conference 


In an interview with Mr. D. H. Burnham, of 
Chicago, printed in a London daily paper, he is re- 
ported as being most enthusiastic as to good that will 
be accomplished by the Town Planning Conference, just 
closed in London. 

We read: “It is the greatest thing of the sort ever 
held,” said Mr. Burnham. “There were present many 
great authorities on town planning, and the subject 
has been thrashed out thoroughly. The conference had 
the benefit of having various town planning schemes 
illustrated by drawings, which made their meaning 
quite clear. Germany was represented by drawings 
of a dozen of her greater cities, while America showed 
plans for the future development of Washington and 
Chicago, which plans have taken about four years to 
work out.” 

Mr. Burnham acted as presiding officer on one day 
of the Conference and during the session read a paper 
on “The Development of the Cities of the Future.”

The first prize in the competition for a high school 
at Albany, New York, has been awarded to Goldwin, 
Starrett & Van Vleek, with Orrin Winthrop Rice as 
associate.

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CURRENT NEWS and COMMENT 


Condensed Minutes of October Meeting, Phila- 
delphia Chapter, A.LA 


At the October and annual meeting of the Philadel- 
phia Chapter, A. I. A. the following officers were 
elected: Wm. D. Hewitt, president; John Hall Rankin, 
first vice-president ; Milton D. Medary, Jr., second vice- 
president ; Horace Wells Sellers, secretary; John P. Bb. 
Sinkler, librarian ; Charles L. Borie, Jr., treasurer. 

Executive Committee: D. Knickerbacker Boyd, Ar- 
nold H. Moses, Paul P. Cret. 

Delegates to the Convention of the Institute, to be 
held in San Francisco on January 17, 18 and 19, IQII: 
Wm. D. Hewitt, ex officio; Horace Wells Sellers, ex 
officio ; John Hall Rankin, Edward A. Crane, D. Knick- 
erbacker Boyd, Charles L. Borie, Jr.; Charles A. Zieg- 
ler, Milton B. Medary, Jr. 

The meeting was called to order by the president, Mr. 
Wm. D. Hewitt, who delivered his annual address. 

The Executive Committee and all the standing com- 
mittees reported, among them: 

Mr. Ziegler for the Committee on Preservation of 
Historical Monuments, who reported that the city had 
accepted the proffered assistance of the chapter in pre- 
paring plans for and superintending the restoration of 
Congress Hall, also for lamps to be placed around Inde- 
pendence Square, in which work his committee, in con- 
junction with Chief McLaughlin, of the Electrical 
Bureau, were now engaged. 

Mr. Rankin reported for the Committee on Competi- 
tions that the committee had been instrumental in im- 
proving the program of several competitions during the 
past year and that the profession and the public had 
been the gainers thereby. 

Mr. Frank Miles Day, at the request of the chair, 
made a brief report on the work accomplished by the 
Standing Committee on Competitions of the Institute. 
He referred to the success of the committee in im- 
proving the character of competitions throughout the 
country. 

Mr. Moses. for the Committee on Biography and His- 
tory, reporteu that the last work had been done on the 
history of the chapter which his committee has been 
compiling and that it would soon be ready for distribu- 
tion. He also reported that the committee had sent out 
blanks to all members to be returned with data con- 
cerning the life and attainments of each. 

The securing of chapter quarters or the erection of a 
building for the use of the chapter was discussed with 
the committee appointed for that purpose and the work 
of the committee ordered continued. 

Mr. Crane reported that his committee was conclud- 
ing all arrangements for the annual dinner of the chap- 
ter to be held on November 11, the forty-first anniver- 
sary of the founding of the Chapter, at the University 
Club. 

The conduct and management of the usual architec- 
tural exhibition was discussed and a committee was ap- 
pointed to confer with a committee of the T Square 
Club and arrange all details for an exhibition to be held 
this season. 

Mr. Medary spoke on the recommendation contained 
in the president’s address that a Philadelphia Society 
of Architects be formed with whom could be associated 
heads of other allied societies and those interested in 
the advancement of the arts and sciences. 


The president was authorized to appoint a committee 
to formulate a plan for the organization of such a so- 
ciety and to investigate the charter of a similar society 
which was formed in Philadelphia in 1871 and to report 
at a future meeting of the chapter. 

Professor Laird reported for the Committee on Edu- 
cation and Program that a program for the ensuing 
year was in the course of preparation. 

Mr. Boyd, for the Committee on Public Informa- 
tion, reported on the work of his committee during the 
year. This report contained two recommendations, 
which were very favorably received by the meeting, 
one of them being that steps should be taken for secur- 
ing for the institute a document now sorely needed and 
one of almost equal importance with the schedule of 
charges and code of ethics, namely a form of agreement 
between architect and owner. The report suggested 
that this agreement should not be a short perfunctory 
affair, but one setting forth in full what each respec- 
tively is expected to do in relation to the whole opera- 
tion, this being public information on a subject now 
sadly neglected by both the parties in imterest. 

Ths other suggection of the Committee on Public In- 
formation was that all the chapters of the Institute 
should be communicated with and those not having com- 
mittees on public information should be urged to ap- 
point such a committee. That, further, these commit- 
tees should arrange between them to exchange minutes 
of all of their meetings and of any papers issued by 
any of the chapters. This would extend and enlarge 
upon the acquaintances formed each year through dele- 
gates of the chapters at the conventions and in being 
beneficial to the chapters would undoubtedly advance 
the interests of the Institute iself. Few of the chapters 
now have committees on public information and but 
two or three issue printed minutes which have been dis- 
tributed to other chapters and have been the source of 
healthful suggestions. 

Mr. Day pointed out that the Institute’s Committee 
on Contracts and Specifications had been considering 
a contract between the owner and architect, and as the 
Philadelphia Chapter’s Committee on Public Informa- 
tion were willing to undertake the work of beginning 
such a document, a motion was passed that they be re- 
quested to submit a tentative form to the chapter for 
its later consideration. 

As to exchange of minutes and communicating with 
other chapters, a motion was also passed instructing the 
Executive Committee to communicate with the other 
chapters with the hope that the suggestion might be 
carried out. 


By the Civil Code of France both architect and con- 
tractor are held responsible for ten years after the com- 
pletion of a building for any defects which may de- 
velop during that time. It has recently been decided by 
the French courts that this applies only to such defects 
as put a building in jeopardy, and not to secondary or 
minor faults. 


M. Antoine, ex-president of the National Society of 
French Architects, has been appointed Mayor of the 
city of Amiens.

Competitions was the subject under discussion at the 
last monthly meeting of the Rhode Island Chapter, A. 
I. A. A committee was appointed to secure permanent 
rooms to meet the needs of the Chapter and its largely 
increased membership. A communication was read from 
the Washington State Chapter requesting information 
as to building laws in Rhode Island, to which the secre- 
tary was directed to reply with full information. 

The Chapter voted a contribution of $50 to the 
McKim memorial.

ARCHITECTS GOVERNMENT 


Three limited competitions for the selection of architects 
for the three buildings for the departments of State, Justice 
and Commerce and Labor have been instituted, the programs 
having been approved by the President, Secretaries Knox, 
MacVeagh and Nagel and Attorney-General Wickersham. 

The buildings will occupy the land bounded by Pennsylvania 
Avenue, the Mall, Fourteenth and Fifteenth streets. Pro- 
vision has been made for an expert commission of award, to 
report on the relative merits of the designs, but the names of 
the judges will not be made public at this time. 

With the exception of Daniel H. Burnham, of Chicago, and 
E. V. Seeler, of Philadelphia, who declined to enter the com- 
petitions, most of the eminent American architects are included 
in the list of sixty. Mr. Burnham declined in consequence of 
his position as president of the fine arts commission.

THE Proposen BUILDINGS 


The building of the Department of State will contain offices 
for the Secretary, three assistant secretaries, director of the 
consular service, councilor and solicitor, bureaus of accounts, 
of rolls and library, citizenship, appointments, trade relations, 
near eastern affairs, far eastern affairs, western European 
affairs, Latin-American affairs, information and translations, 
and the telegraph office, office of chief clerk and the index 
bureau. Including offices for clerks and files, the total number 
of rooms will be 325. <A feature of this building will be the 
state dining-room, two diplomatic reception rooms and an in- 
ternational conference, the last named occupying 6,000 square 
feet of floor space. 

In the building for the Department of Justice, which will 
contain 225 rooms, provided for the 
Attorney-General, the solicitor assistant to the

CANBERRA, THE AUSTRALIAN FEDERAL CITY 


The Commonwealth Government having selected Can- 
berra, in New South Wales, as the site of the proposed 
Federal capital, it has been decided to invite competitive 
designs for laying it out from all parts of the British 
Empire. In anticipation of this an elaborate survey 
has been commenced. The boundaries of the new 
Federal territory will first be delimited, and then a con- 
tour survey of the city proper made. When this has 
been completed lithographic plans will be printed and 
sent to all parts of the Empire, with the fullest informa- 
tion for intending competitors, who will have to make 
provision for the location respectively of the viceregal 
residence, Parliamentary buildings, public offices, uni- 
versity, military barracks, and other groups of buildings. 
The site, which is one of the most beautiful in Australia, 
affords abundant facilities for the construction of one 
of the finest modern cities in the world.—Architect and 
Contract Reporter. 


THe Evectric RAILtway IN City PLANNING 

City planning is now receiving a great deal of atten- 
tion as a result of an international conference on the 
subject in England, and many instructive comments 
on civic centers, main lines of travel, street cross-sec- 
tions and the grouping of municipal buildings have been 
made. But the greatest practical influence on the actual 
location of the people of a city, at least, an American 
city, is wholly left out of sight. This is the electric 
railroad. It is more influential in determining where 
people will live than public squares, breathing places 
and lines of shade trees, and yet the only consideration 
it receives from the average city planner is in connection 
with the position of the tracks on the streets. We hear 
a great deal about the arrangement of boulevards, main 
avenues and side streets, but everything seems to be 
based on vehicular travel. This is all the more surpris- 
ing when the careful attention paid to electric railway 
facilities by promoters of new enterprises is considered. 
A well-run electric railway will knock into a cocked hat 
all the theoretical plans of development that the most 
artistic civic beauty specialist can devise. It has built 
up the suburbs of our cities in an astonishing fashion, 
and now that some of our roads are handling express 
and freight it is pretty hard to tell just what this new 
influence cannot do. It is time to forget the car horse 
and to keep in mind the trolley wire. It is a waste of 
time to plan playgrounds and civic centers and keep 
them from being spoiled by the clanging electric car, 
for the latter will go somewhere else, and the trend of 
population will be with it. Convenience means a great 
deal to people who work long hours for moderate 
returns, and the electric road is the most convenient 
Engineering Record. 
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CURRENT NEWS 
Carlyle Ellis, in The American City for October, 1910, 
writes instructively about “Federal Buildings as a Basis 
for City Beautifying” and illustrates his argument with 


News dispatches state that a Syracuse, N. Y., cap- 
italist will erect in Seattle, Wash., an office building 
forty-two stories high and which, with the exception 
of the Singer building and the Metropolitan tower in 
New York, will be the tallest building in the world.

Three important stations have al- 
ready been constructed of hollow tile and stucco, and 
the results have proved so satisfactory that the company 
will build all their suburban stations in that way.

It is reported in the French press that the firm of 
American contractors who successfully moved the tower 
of the church at Boscholt (described in our issue of 
October 26) have made a proposition to the Italian 
government relative to underpinning the Leaning Tower 
of Pisa. 
Texas Masons PETITION FOR STATE SUPERINTENDENCE 

At the annual convention of the Texas State Con- 
ference of the Bricklayers and Masons International 
Union of America, held in Dallas, it was decided to 
petition the State Legislature to create the office of 
Superintendent of Masonry, to which only practical 
mechanics would be eligible. 


WIDESPREAD INTEREST IN LEANING TOWER 
Professor William H. Goodyear’s article on the T.ear-

To Improve DesiGN or LETTER Boxes 

It is significant to note the growing appreciation of 
good design in even the most utilitarian things in 
everyday life. In considering the re-arrangement of 
letter boxes throughout New York, the subject of 
more attractive boxes was discussed. A new design is 
in preparation and as soon as approved by the Art 
Commission will, as fast as possible, be substituted 
for the present unsightly boxes. It is proposed to 
discontinue the present practice of hanging letter boxes 
to lamp-posts and to substitute independent letter box 
pedestals. 
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PERSIA PROHIBITS ANILINE Dyes In RuGs 

The Persian Government has modified its decision of 
January 9g last, and has postponed until June, 1912, the 
date upon which, in accordance with the customs reg- 
ulations, the exportation of carpets and rugs dyed with 
aniline colors or colors in the composition of which 
aniline enters shall be rigorously prohibited. Some ex- 
ports to the United States had been held up on this ac- 
count. Ordinarily these dyes may be detected by wetting 
and rubbing with a white cloth. They come away upon 
the cloth or spread in the wet place. Silk rugs of Tabriz 
seem to be frequently thus dyed. 


FIREPROOF Houses 

Architects practicing in towns where the building 
laws are lax would do well to invite their client’s atten- 
tion to the relatively slight increase in cost which re- 
sults when fireproof floors and partitions are substituted 
for the more customary wooden construction. 

There is not only the gain in durability and freedom 
from fire risk, but such construction presents the added 
advantage of being practically sound proof. If alter- 
native bids were invited, clients could in very many 
cases be induced to adopt the better method of building, 
when otherwise the more antiquated mode would pre- 
vail through default on the part of the professional ad- 
viser. 


MrEDALS FOR OWNERS 

As stated in these columns some time ago, the New 
York Chapter of the A. I. A. offered medals to owners 
of apartment houses for the building of best architec- 
tural designs erected and completed within three years 
prior to Dec. 31, 1910. ‘The secretary of the Chap- 
ter, Mr. Frank H. Holden, now requests owners to 
send to him photographs of such buildings as they 
desire to enter in this competition. Mr. Holden’s ad- 
dress is 1170 Broadway. We commend the action 
of the New York Chapter as a precedent that could be 
successfully followed by other Chapters. Owners re- 
ceiving the Chapter medals will not be slow to see the 
immense advantage that would accrue and the enhanced 
importance of a building as to its rental value, that has 
been declared architecturally good by so competent an 
authority. This action, initiated by the New York 
Chapter will, we believe, have a far-reaching influence 
in impressing on owners the commercial value of good 
architecture and halt a certain class of construction 
that has become an eyesore. 

\ New DrrecTor FOR THE METROPOLITAN MUSEUM OF 
\RT IN NEW YORK 

At a meeting of the board of trustees of the Met- 
ropolitan Museum of Art, held in New York on October 
31, Edward Robinson, who has for the last year been 
acting director of the museum, was elected director to 
fill the position vacated by Sir Caspar Purdon Clarke, 
who resigned last June on account of ill health. 

Mr. Robinson's selection has been received in art 
circles with unqualified satisfaction, as one wherein 
the appointee was eminently fitted for the position. 
Further satisfaction has been generally expressed by 
reason of the fact that Mr. Robinson is the first native 
\merican ever placed at the head of the Museum. 
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Mr. Robinson was formerly director of the Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts and is an authority on classical 
art and antiquities. 


A CoLossAL CONCRETE STATUI 


What may become one of the most famous statues 
in the world stands above Eagle’s Nest, across the 
river from Oregon, Ill. It has been in process of mak- 
ing three years and is now near completion. It is 


constructed of concrete. The Indian figure, which is 
forty-eight feet high, stands facing the south, looking 
down the river. The head and profile and folded arms 


appear perfect in detail as they are outline against 
the sky and forest from many viewpoints around the 
country. 

The claim of the statue to fame lies in three things: 
Kirst, any one may read its message. Second, the 
statue’s great size, forty-eight ~feet, without count- 
ing either the artificial base or the natural rock 
foundation 250 feet high on which it is placed, puts 
it on a scale with the Goddess of Liberty in New York 
harbor and the great statue of “The Pilgrim” on the 
New England coast. 

The third and greatest claim to fame is that it is 
built to be permanent. 


COLLAPSE OF A SPRINKLER TANK 


At 6 a. m., July 18, 1910, without any warning the 
5,000-gallon sprinkler tank of the West End Theater, 
New York, elevated twelve feet above roof of stage 
portion, collapsed, and staves and contents of tank fell 
on roof over stage, on auditorium roof, on roof of 
adjoining flat house and on to street. The rush of 
water across stage roof carried four staves over the 
three-foot parapet wall and down to sidewalk of Han- 
cock place, together with a six-foot length of two and 
one-half by sixteen-inch marble coping. Fortunately 
no one was passing at the time, as this is a drop of 
seventy-five feet. A large quantity of water entered 
the skylight and fell to the center of the stage. 

The tank was of cedar, installed in 1902, and con- 
stituted the only water supply for the sprinkler equip- 
ment over the stage portion. There were nine ordinary 
flat hoops on the tank, the bursting of one of which 
must have caused all remaining hoops to give way 
simultaneously. 

An examination of hoops after accident shows that 
they were as thin as paper in many places, and it is re- 
markable that a collapse did not occur long before this. 
The attention of the occupants had been called to the 
condition of these ho ps as far back as June, 1g06, but 
they did not feel disposed to make any change.—Quar- 
terly o} the N. F. P. A., October, 1910. 


CARNEGIE LIBRARIES IN INDIANA 


At the recent annual meeting of the Indiana Library 
\ssociation the president reported that twenty-two pub- 
lic libraries had been built in that State during the past 
twelve months through gifts of Andrew Carnegie. Of 
these, six are in Indianapolis. The association recom- 
mended the erection of a separate fireproof building 
for the State Library at the Capitol.

NEWS OF THE CHAPTERS AND 
SOCIETIES 


MontTHLY MEETING MICHIGAN CHAPTER, A. I. A. 


Meeting was called to order on October 4, at 6.30 
p. mM. ‘ 

The Committee on Legislation, through Mr. Stratton, 
stated that the Building Code for Detroit was now 
practically agreed upon by the City Council Commit- 
tee and the City Counselor, and would probably be 
legalized to come in force for the coming year. 

The Committee on Lectures was authorized to expend 
the sum of fifty dollars for a public lecture on a sub- 
ject pertaining to architecture, the lecture to be 
given in the Museum of Art under the auspices of 
the Michigan Chapter. 

The Committee on Education was requested to re- 
port at the next meeting on the question of University 
Extension work, a subject brought before the Chapter 
last year. 

The Committee on Contracts reported that the new 
contract form prepared by the Institute was now in the 
hands of the printers and would soon be available for 
use by members. 

The application of Mr. John W. Case, A. A. I. A., 
late of the Illinois Chapter, was received, and as a 
former member of this Chapter, he was unanimously 
reinstated. 

The Chapter being advised that Mr. William B. Strat- 
ton had been nominated by the directors of the Institute 
for advancement from Associate to the Fellowship 
grade, the Secretary was instructed to express to the 
directors the appreciation of this Chapter of their action 
and the cordial endorsement of the candidature of 
Mr. Stratton. 

A recommendation from the Institute “that the sev- 
eral Chapters ¢xercise a watchful guardianship over 
masterpieces of architectural art within their territories 
to the end that works of exceptional and abiding interest 
be not wantonly transformed or destroyed” was referred 
to the directors. 

The intimation from the Institute that the question 
of Chapters issuing independent schedules of charges 
must be referred to the Committee on Chapter Relations 
was also referred to the directors. 

The request of the Secretary of the Institute that the 
Michigan Chapter define what they consider their ter- 
ritory and whether, in the interests of the Institute, it 
should be curtailed or enlarged was referred to the 
directors. 

Complying with the conditions of the Institute code 
governing competitions, requiring the appointment of 
a sub-committee from each chapter, with power to 
enforce the code, the president named this committee 
as follows: William B. Stratton, Chairman; James S. 
\. W. Chittenden.

CAREER 
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BOOK NOTES 


Tue Dicressions or V. Written for his own fun and 
that of his friends, by Elihu Vedder. Containing 
quaint legends of his infancy, an account of his stay 
in Florence, the Garden of Lost Opportunities, re- 
turn home on the track of Columbus, his struggles 
in New York in war time, etc., etc.; Tamperings 
with Literature, Struggles with Verse, and many 
other things, being a portrait of himself from youth 
to age. 500 pp., 644 x 9 inches; full cloth. Price, 
$6.00. Boston, Mass.; Houghton, Mifflin Company. 
It is seldom that the reading public has been enabled 

to secure so intimate an acquaintance with a celebrity 
as Mr. Vedder has made possible in this book, which, 
with characteristic humor, he entitles “The Digressions 
of V.” And the title is aptly chosen, for the gifted 
author certainly digresses on every occasion to take his 
reader into his confidence and to share with him an in- 
timate acquaintance with men and places. 

To appreciate the importance of this book it is well 
to remember that aside from a well-developed power of 
description and literary charm, Elihu Vedder stands in 
the front rank of American painters. He is an acad- 
emician of 45 years’ standing in the National Academy 
of Design, a member of all the important artistic so- 
cieties in this country, and his work forms part of the 
decorative treatment of many of the most important 
buildings erected in America. His beautiful mosaic 
“Minerva” and five decorative panels are part of the 
decorations in the Congressional Library. 

While he has in no place throughout the book ego- 
tistically referred to his wide acquaintance with famous 
men and women of his time, as is so often the case in 
autobiographical writings, one is enabled in reading the 
book to obtain intimate acquaintance with celebrated 
personalities, sketched in Mr. Vedder’s very readable 
style. 

We read and learn of Walt Whitman, Charlotte 
Cushman, Ole Bull, Artemus Ward, Bayard Taylor, W. 
H. Rinehart, John La Farge, Walter Savage Landor, 
and other equally interesting and famous men. These 
sketches, together with the opportunity the author af- 
fords the reader to study his own personality, make 
delightful reading to the man who has passed the half 
century mark. The names above referred to will cause 
the reader to grow reminiscent of the best exponents of 
the arts of literature, painting and the drama of his 
youth, and to the present generation serve to prove that 
“there were giants in those days” as well as in these. 

The book presents so many phases of the painter’s 
and sculptor’s art, travel, anecdote and experience, that 
to touch on them all would be to practically present a 
table of contents of the work. 

We regard the book as more than worth while—in 
short, no man who wants to keep in touch with the lat- 
est and best of modern bookmaking can spare it*from his 
library. It not only recites the record of a well-spent 
and fruitful life, but it is an accurate history of con- 
temporaneous art and letters that should not be over- 
looked in our reading. 

Aside from its literary charm, “The Digressions of 
V.” as a book is a masterpiece of the printer’s art. It is 
lavishly illustrated from hundreds of reproductions of 
Mr. Vedder’s paintings, sketches, etc., used in such a 
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way that they not only embellish but actually illustrate 
the text. 

The cover design, a beautiful thing in itself, the va- 
rious head and tail pieces, and the many small decora- 
tive panels throughout the work are in themselves a 
valuable collection and enhance the value of this book. 
OXFORD AND CAMBRIDGE DELINEATED. By Hanslip 

Fletcher, with introduction by J. Willis Clark, 
M. A. Registrar of the University of Cambridge, 
and notes by various writers. 4to buckram, 290 
pages, 61 illustrations. Net. $6.00. London: Sir 
Isaac Pitman & Sons, Ltd. New York: Wessels 
& Bissell Co. 

The atmosphere of learning that surrounds all col- 
lege centers is, perhaps, more apparent at Oxford and 
Cambridge than at any other college in the English 
speaking world. To the student its halls and schools 
present a mecca of college life, typifying all that can 
be desired in a higher education. Aside from their 
position in collegiate history Oxford and Cambridge 
have traditions of architecture that afford opportunity 
for the widest research in that type of Gothic architec- 
ture termed “collegiate,” and which has served as a 
standard for emulation to many designers of college 
buildings in this country. 

Mr. Fletcher’s drawings present in a graphic way the 
main points of architectural interest for which these 
colleges are noted. With rare good judgment he has 
omitted sketches of the more prominent and most com- 
monly illustrated motives, and has confined his work to 
the delineation of such details as are generally over- 
looked but which to the architect are, perhaps, of 
greater interest than the ensemble. 

Mr. Fletcher's ability to set down what he sees, and, 
what is, perhaps, even more important, to see the salient 
thing before him is unquestioned. These sketches in 
themselves, if bound separately, would be worth the 
price of the entire book, as while they possess an artistic 
charm they also combine an architectural accuracy that 


makes them valuable for purposes of study. A char- 
acteristic rarely met in a sketch in black and white is 
its ability to suggest color. Even men _ whose 


work as etchers have received recognition have not 
been able to command this, and their excellence 
has been in a keen appreciation of form and _ pro- 
portion at the expense of color suggestiveness. While 
Mr. Fletcher does not always secure in his work this 
desirable impression of color, his porch of St. Mary 
the Virgin, at Oxford, and Merton College—Mob 
Quad,—are very skillfully rendered. 

The text, aside from a lengthy introduction on the 
origin and growth of Oxford and Cambridge, by Mr. 
John Willis Clark, consists of short articles on the 
various colleges by different contributors. 

The architect will find this volume worth serious 
perusal, and its illustrations helpful and suggestive in 
practice. 





THE Evotution oF ITALIAN ScuLptTure. By Lord 
Balcarres. With illustrations. Full cloth, 340 pp., 
size 7 x 10. Price $6.00 Net. New York: E. S. 
Dutton & Co. 

To designate that period in art which began about 
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the twelfth century as the Renaissance was particu- 
larly fitting. It was in every sense a new birth in art, 
and from that time grew year by year, culminating 
about the fifteenth century, an achievement in plastic 
art that left to posterity a number of masterpieces 
matchless in their conception of composition, and un- 
surpassed in their masterly modeling. 

For eight hundred years the noble art of sculpture, 
which had its birth in Greece and its adoption and, 
perhaps, greater magnificence in Rome, lay somnolent. 
The world was ravaged with wars and religious intol- 
erance spread throughout the then civilized globe. The 
art of sculpture, that splendid adornment of architec- 
ture, seemed to have passed forever, and it was not 
until the Italian sculpture, which first began to attract 
attention about 1150 A. D., heralded the new birth of 
this noble art. 

Lord Balcarres set himself a strenuous task in the 
writing of this work. He says in his preface, “The 
following pages attempt to deal with the whole basis 
of plastic art in Italy, recording the fundamental stages 
of progress, and analyzing the methods, theories and 
ideals of the various schools of sculpture.” 

To carry out faithfully so exhaustive a programme 
in a volume of the present size would be difficult of 
accomplishment, but the author has combined with close 
study and wide knowledge of his subject a literary 
style that makes the work an interesting and instruc- 
tive one, if not as entirely exhaustive as was intended. 


INDUSTRIAL 


PRIVATE BRANCH SWITCHBOARDS 


In laying out utilities or floor plans architects have 
oftentimes found it difficult to assign a satisfactory 
location to private branch switchboards. 

In the earlier forms of switchboards, when they were 
permanently fixed by reason of wire attachments, it be- 
came necessary to locate these boards where easy ac- 
cess back and front was possible. 

While several of the more modern designs have pro- 
vided better facilities for access for repairs and the 
attachment of new wires, The Stromberg-Carlson Tel- 
ephone Mfg. Co., of Rochester, N. Y., believe that they 
have perfected a new model switchboard that over- 
comes all objections that have hitherto been found in 
these cabinets. The total floor space occupied is but 
20 x 30 inches. These switchboards are so arranged 
as to admit of swinging the rear or back of the board 
on which the various parts of batteries, etc., are at- 
tached, while the keyboard, hinged at back, can be 
lifted and the lower front panel slipped out. The entire 
interior is then accessible and repairs can be made with 
ample room and light to facilitate the operation. All 
these boards are furnished wired to their full capacity, 
obviating the necessity for any extensive work when 
additional lines are added. 


SAFEGUARDING THE CONSUMER 
It would be interesting to know, as a basis for con- 
servation, just what proportion of material is wasted 
or inefficiently used through ignorance of its prop- 


erties. Manufacturers realize this, particularly cement 
makers. Many a good product has been condemned 


through ignorance.

A New Era 1n KITCHENDOM 

Among the unique features of the Shively Sanitary 
Tenements, illustrated in THe AMERICAN ARCHITECT 
some time ago, is a combination fixture known as the 
“Spacesaver,”” made by the Spacesaving Appliance Co.., 
135 West Twentieth street, New York, which is well 
named, in that it combines a kitchen sink, a large hard- 
wood drainboard (the sink and drainboard forming

covers for the tubs), two porcelain enameled iron laun- 
dry tubs, and bath tub if needs be. 

While attractive in appearance and finish it is abso- 
lutely sanitary, the sink water having a separate outlet, 
so that no sink water enters the tubs. 

It is a great saver of floor space, saving from 4 to 33 
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square feet, being able to conform to a space 26 x 48 
inches. 

The economy in plumbing is no little factor, for the 
three fixtures can be connected with two lines of pipe, 
one vent and one trap. The height of the sink is 
another feature, being higher than the usual kitchen

sink, which in most cases the architect must insist upon 
being placed higher than the manufacturer generally 
provides. The sink may be lifted from the back at 
will and cleaned as an ordinary utensil would be cleaned. 
The strainer is the only one in existence in connection 
with a sink which may be cleaned at will without the 
aid of skilled assistance; it therefore never gets clogged 
up as the sink of to-day will. 

The weight of the sink is brought down to a few 
pounds, being made of steel, which accounts for its 
lightness, and yet it is strong and especially enameled 
to withstand hard usage. Heavy rubber bumpers are 
securely fastened to the sink so that should it fall 
through carelessness no damage will be done to the 
enamel. <A special catch is provided for holding the 
sink when raised. The sink automatically finds the 
sink catch when in an upright position, and by lifting 
a simple adjustment the sink is released. 

One compartment is large enough to bathe a child 
in. This will be appreciated by those having the care 
of children, as the regular bathtub is too low to bathe 
children in with comfort. 

The drainboard is made of especially hardened wood, 
seasoned well and bolted through with two large brass 
rods, which prevents warping. Special lug hinges are 
provided so that the drainboard may be lifted from the 
backstrips at will, no adjustment being necessary in 
order to remove; thus the drainboard may be washed 
all over, the idea being to have open plumbing as far 
as possible where conditions would permit. The height 
of the tub is 32 inches, which is a moderate height, and 
is made to conform with regular fixtures now in use. 

The use of such “spacesaving’” devices has in this 
day made it possible to provide for the moderate-priced 
apartment fixtures which only a few years past were 
found almost exclusively in high-class apartments.

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CURRENT NEWS and COMMENT 


Syracuse Proposes New Building Code 


A committee of the Syracuse Chamber of Commerce 
is in conference with the city officials and a represen- 
tative of the National Board of Fire Underwriters re- 
garding the preparation of a new and thoroughly mod- 
ernized building code for that city. It is hoped that 
the new code may be ready for enactment early in the 
coming year. 


To Build New Station at Oakland, Cal. 


An appropriation of $370,000 has been made by the 
Southern Pacific Railway for a new station at Oakland, 
Cal. The building will be 278 feet long and 60 feet 
high at the main waiting room. Concrete, marble and 
wrought iron are the chief materials used and Mr. Jarvis 
Hunt is the architect. 


As Others Hear of Us 


At a “workmen’s” conference on town planning (a 
subsidiary meeting of the recent international confer- 
ence in London) Professor Geddes is reported to have 
said “that, despite the beauty of American town sites, 
when it came to the question of keeping the whole popu- 
lation in health and happiness, America had signally 
failed, owing to its totally immoral capitalization. In 
looking to the health and comfort of the people, Ger- 
many led the world and America lagged behind, its 
working men being in the lowest condition to-day.” 


New Cathedral in Chile 


Work has begun on the new cathedral in Valparaiso 
and it is expected that the foundation will be completed 
before the end of the year, and that the cathedral will 
be finished by the close of 1912. The cathedral is to be 
195 feet long; 162.5 feet wide, including the transepts, 
with a central dome 130 feet high. It will be of rein- 
forced cement construction, and will cost upward of 
$200,000 United States gold. The work will be in 
charge of Juan Tonkin, the architect, who was edu- 
cated at the Cooper Institute, New York City, and who 
for ten years worked at his profession in the United 
States. 

It would seem that here might be an opening for some 
American building material, such as structural steel, 
hardware, etc. Communications addressed to the archi- 
tect will reach the proper parties.—U. S. Daily Consular 
and Trade Reports. 


Goethe Memorial for Chicago Park Will be Designed 

by Prof. Hahn 

The German Societies in Chicago, who propose to 
erect a memorial to Goethe in Lincoln Park, have, 
through their jury, awarded the contract to Prof. Her- 
man Hahn of Munich. 

There were nine designs submitted by as many sculp- 
tors. It is the intention of the German Societies to 
execute such of these as may be selected, for the prin- 
cipal cities in the United States. 

While the generosity of the German Societies is wor- 
thy of commendation, it is to be hoped that before final 


acceptance and erection of a work of this kind it may 
be submitted to a competent jury. 

It has many times happened in the principal cities in 
the United States that well-meaning gifts have failed 
of grateful acknowledgment by reason of the very in- 
different artistic merit of the work. 


The Art Institute of Chicago 


Many additions and improvements to the building 
of the Art Institute of Chicago, made during the past 
year, have added much architectural beauty to the build- 
ing. Wall and floor space have been largely extended 
and it was hoped that room had been provided sufficient 
to meet the demands of the next few years. 

Notwithstanding these additions pressure for ex- 
tension is still felt and if important accessories are to 
receive proper placing additional room will soon have 
to be provided. 

Fortunately there is ample ground space to admit of 
this extension. Here is an example of how important 
it is in the locating of similar buildings that the site 
selected should admit of expansion that is certainly 
to be needed in view of the fast increasing appreciation 
in this country for good art and the necessity for ade- 
quate buildings for its proper display. 


How La Farge Worked 

The Evening Post (N. Y.) gives the following ac- 
count of the late John La Farge’s discovery of the 
method of producing his characteristic glass effects. 

In the course of an illness he amused himself by com- 
bining various tones of glass by “plating,” that is, plac- 
ing sheets of different colors one over the other. A 
soap dish, made of glass in imitation of white china, 
stood on the window sill. It was an imperfect piece, 
that is, it was not strictly opaque as white china is, but 
was opalescent. He noticed the beauty of quality it 
gained by being imperfect, and also that when it stood 
alongside what is known as “pot-metal,” the ordinary 
stained glass, this opalescent quality caused it to take on 
the suggestion of a complementary color in harmony with 
that of the piece of pot-metal, so that when associated 
with a piece of violet glass it showed a golden yellow, 
a pink flush when laid on a piece of green glass. It 
occurred to Mr. La Farge that all that would be neces- 
sary to obtain the diversity of form, the shadows, etc., 
in colored glass, then done by painting it, would be to 
have this opalescent glass made first without color and 
then with variations of color. He found a glass-maker 
willing to carry out his experiments, and within a few 
weeks had managed to get enough variations to justify 
him in accepting a commission for a large window for 
a private house. 


Fresh Air vs. Ventilation 


From the R. I. B. A. Journal’s report of the recent 
Paris Congress on School Hygiene we extract the 
following : 

“Professor Thomas B. Balliet, of New York Uni- 
versity, referring to the plenum system, writes that un- 
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der this system “the stimulating effect of cool out-door 
air admitted through windows is never felt in the school 
room. The teachers of America as a class have never 
agreed with the experts in ventilation on this matter, 
and have always protested against keeping windows 
closed.” 

Other papers by German, French and English writers 
dealt with open-air schools. These were originally tried 
for tuberculous children ; but the success attending them 
has led many to advocate the extension of the prin- 
ciple for all kinds of children, thus emphasizing the 
theory that the nearer the atmosphere of a school 
approximates to the open air the better for children, 
and that the washing and de-energizing of air by arti- 
ficial means, like the plenum system, to the exclusion of 
fresh air through open windows is an evil tending to 
lower the vitality of all and positively dangerous to 
weak children.

For an entire block around 
his residence Mr. Pease maintained at his own expense 
extensive flower beds filled with the rarest and most 
beautiful plants and flowering shrubs, and took the 
greatest pride in making that section of Dayton attract- 
ive to strangers visiting the city. If such a gracious 
act were more generally emulated it would add immense- 
ly to the attractiveness of American city streets.

Conflagration Prevented by the Fire- 
proof Construction of the Great Tower 


(Reprinted from the ‘‘ New Y ork Globe,”’ 


Saturday, October 1st, Rejerring to the Singer Building,

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CURRENT NEWS and COMMENT 


The Need for Adequate Buildings for Exhibitions of 
the Fine Arts 

The fact, frequently referred to in these columns, 
of the need in the larger cities in this country of ade- 
quate buildings wherein to hold exhibitions, is em- 
phasized by conditions prevailing at present in Balti- 
more. 

In art matters there can be no greater stimulus to 
the activities of the artists than an exhibition of cur- 
rent work. [Exhibitions are also the best means of 
educating the public to an appreciation of good art, 
not alone of its accomplishment in their own city, but 
throughout this country and Europe. Experience has 
proven many times the value of exhibitions—the exhibi- 
tions of the two great Spanish painters, held in the 
Hispanic Society’s museum last winter and that of the 
collection of contemporaneous German paintings at the 
Metropolitan Museum, are recent important instances. 

A writer in the Baltimore News commenting on con- 
ditions in that city, says: 

Before the coming of the Lucas and King collec- 
tions to the Maryland Institute, the galleries of the Mt 
Royal Avenue building afforded accommodations which 
made possible one or two good shows, at least, during 
the winter, but, owing to the large number of pictures 
included in the recent acquisitions, it appears, prima 
facie, that such affairs will be possible there no longer. 
It is true that a temporary clearing of the walls or the 
erection of screens would again put the galleries into 
condition for exhibition purposes, but there has as yet 
been no assurance given that this will be done. 

If, then, plans for future large displays must be 
abandoned, art in Baltimore is in jeopardy of being 
forced backward instead of forward, and the progress 
toward that higher plane of enlightenment and appre- 
ciation which exists in many other cities the size of this 
one (and not nearly so favorably situated), evidences of 
which progress have been so encouraging during the 
past few years, will receive a severe shock. 

Never has Baltimore’s need of a public gallery been 
more forcefully demonstrated than in the present situa- 
tion. 


For Better Types of Schoolhouses on the Pacific Coast 

The Architectural Club of Portland, Ore., work 
ing with the Civic Council, is preparing data furnished 
by Mr. J. A. Curry with reference to schoolhouse con- 
struction throughout the United States, in an effort to 
secure the construction of safer school buildings. It ap- 
pears that schools are not built on the coast with that 
wise regard to their fireproof condition which the 
Architectural Club naturally considers important, and 
the present movement is towards not only safer con- 
struction but a higher class architecturally. 


Sanitary Homes for Working Men 
An interesting feature of the coming Cement Show in 
New York, December 14 to 20, will be a model of the 
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concrete cottage which was awarded the first gold 
medal in a competition for designing inexpensive and 
sanitary working men’s homes, held at the recent Na- 
tional Congress on the prevention of tuberculosis. This 
house was designed by Mr. Milton Dana Morrill, arch- 
itect, of Washington, D. C. 

The material employed is_ reinforced concrete 
throughout, and the house is of the two-story, five-room 
cottage type. The walls are eight inches in thickness, 
and the floors are four and one-half inch reinforced 
slabs. Every room has windows on at least two sides 
lhe windows are casements, opening outwards: there is 
no trim. 

The monotony of the exterior is relieved by the in- 
troduction of window boxes, and the application of 
restrained decoration in ornamental concrete. 

The cement floors being pitched to plugged spouts, 
discharging on to the lawn, the house may be thoroughly 
cleaned with a hose. This excellent feature, combined 
with “sanitary” corners, insures the easy and thorough 
cleaning so essential in dwellings of this type.

The license bill, as adopted by the Association for 
presentation to the legislature, is in general conformity 
to those in force in the states in which architects are 
licensed. 

On the question of affiliation with the American In- 
stitute of Architects, action was deferred until the next 
meeting of the Association. 

The following officers were elected for the ensuing 
year: James Wahrenberger, president, San Antonio; 
J. E. Overbeck, first vice-president, Dallas; E. Stan- 
ley Field, second vice-president, Fort Worth; A. O. 
Watson, third vice-president, Austin; M. R. Sanguinet, 
fourth vice-president, Fort Worth; C. V. Seutter, fifth 
vice-president, San Antonio; Roy E. Lane, sixth vice- 
president, Waco; F. B. Gaenslen, secretary-treasurer, 
San Antonio. 

Fort Worth was selected as the meeting place in 
1911. On the evening of November 10, at the St. 
Anthony Hotel, a banquet was given by the San An- 
tonio Society of Architects to the Association. On 
the following day an automobile ride was taken through 
the city and a smoker given in the evening.

ANNUAL BANQUET COMMEMORATING THE FOUNDING OF THE 
PHILADELPHIA CHAPTER A. I. A. 
Two Interesting Addresses by C. Howard Walkerand Joseph Pennell 

The forty-first anniversary of the founding of the Philadel- 
phia Chapter, A. I. A., has just been commemorated by a ban- 
quet held at the University Club at which about fifty members 
and guests were present. Mr. E. A. Crane was chairman of the 
committee on arrangements. 

Wm. D. Hewitt, the president of the Chapter, presided and 
Frank Miles Day acted as toastmaster. There were but two 
speakers, one being C. Howard Walker, the Boston architect, 
and the other Joseph Pennell, the illustrator. 

Mr. Walker’s address was an earnest plea for the cultivation 
of the artistic sense in the architect's work. He pointed out 
that it is always difficult to associate a business with an art and 
that the architect is expected to preserve an adequate balance 
between the two. He insisted that while under our modern con 
ditions the architect has in his hands the direction of a vast 
number of people and the disposition of large sums of money 
he must not allow the artistic end of his profession to be veiled 
by the mists of business. 

He said “American architecture has received the praise of 
architects of other nations because of its virility and its direct 
attack of modern problems. These virtues are those of ordinary 
common sense, and are not enough in themselves to justify 
much self-satisfaction. If we did not possess them, we should 
be poor indeec, and if we consider them sufficient, our estimate 
of architecture is low. The stress of education and effort should 
therefore be toward obtaining distinguished work in addition to 
utilitarian work, toward being artists in the profession as well 
as artisans. There has been too much said and too much praise 
accepted for work on account of its cost, its size, and its answer- 
ing merely the conditions of utility, too little said in regard to 
its being a work of art. The buildings which have received the 
recognition of successive generations of men and which have 
been preserved as monuments even beyond their utilitarian use- 
fulness have not been those that merely answered the condi- 
tions of their time and did nothing else. They have been those 
which were works of arts and therefore too valuable to be 
destroyed. The architect realizing this fact may well devote 
his efforts toward distinguished work, and fail to recognize the 
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commendation received for virility and good sense as being suffi- 
cient to warrant the name he bears, that of an architect, dealing 
with the most comprehensive and noble of the ‘fine arts.’” 

Mr. Walker’s reference to the fact that many of the truly 
great examples of our earliest architecture had been preserved 
long after their original usefulness had gone by, because they 
compelled attention and demanded preservation by their very ex- 
cellence, their distinguished quality of finesse, started Mr. 
Pennell on a similar vein. 

He took the point that Philadelphians, and he was origin- 
ally one, were not doing all that they should to keep the 
best of their old buildings free from desecration and destruction. 

He said, “Right here in Philadelphia you have some of the 
very finest things in the world, and in many ways your city is 
the most artistic in the world. Only you don’t seem to know it 
or you would take better care of your fine old buildings. Each 
time I come back here I find that some of the very good ones 
have gone since my last visit, and at the present rate there will 
be none left at all after a few more years. It is a crime, for 
Philadelphia possesses some veritable treasures in the way of 
colonial buildings. 

“You in American don’t seem to appreciate what you have all 
over your country. For instance, there is nothing in the world 
to equal the view as you come up the New York harbor. It is 
superb. I got up just before sunrise and clambered up on the 
deck of the Oceanic, as she lay at quarantine, and I tell you the 
sight I beheld of New York harbor in the sunrise was one of 
the most beautiful and inspiring I ever set my eyes upon, and I 
have traveled very extensively. 

“The artists of Europe feel that you in America have done 
something real and great. They feel that you, as a people, are 
following out your traditions, though you appear to be uncon- 
scious of it. Those great ‘skee scraps,’ as the French call them, 
are indicative of a fine, solid achievement in architecture and 
they are the natural growth out of your traditions and neces- 
sities. They are not in any sense imitative of anything, and you 
ought to be proud of them and of your great cities. 

“T traveled to-day out to Stanton and visited the fine old 
house there which has been preserved by the Daughters of the 
Revolution. Now that is one of the very finest buildings in all 
the world, and yet the people of Philadelphia never boast of it, 
and most of them do not even know that it exists. Two of the 
rooms upstairs are simply superb. 

“There is altogether too much of this talk about the art and 
architecture and beauty in the countries of Europe. There is 
plenty of all these in the United States and a heap of them 
right in Philadelphia, but it seems that you must get away from 
the city for a space before you get to know what you have here 
at your home. 

“And above all you should preserve your traditions, the tradi- 
tions of America and America alone, and develop upon them as 
a basis rather than go back to the past and drag out here on this 
continent some imitation of a defunct style and age 

“You are not growing old as they already have on the other 
side, and the finest thing about you is your inexhaustible and 
magnificent virility. Only you need to live elsewhere for a 
while in order to come back and appreciate for the first time 
what beautiful things you have here.” 

At the conclusion of Mr. Pennell’s remarks his attention was 
called to what the Chapter’s committee on the preservation of 
places of historic interest had already done in co-operation with 
the city government toward the restoration of Congress Hall, 
which will forever secure it to the nation. 

Further than this, his ringing remarks touched a responsive 
chord and it was formally resolved that the Philadelphia 
Chapter would undertake to secure the active participation of 
all the historical, patriotic and other similar societies in the city 
in a concerted movement to locate, survey, record and preserve 
the notable or historically valuable examples of Philadelphia 
architecture. 

This action by the Philadelphia Chapter, it is hoped, may re- 
sult in calling attention to the necessity for just such action by 
similar bodies in other cities throughout the country to the end 
that through united effort, possibly under the leadership of the 
American Institute of Architects, there may yet be formed a 
body like that in England known as the National Trust for the 
Preservation of Places of Historic or Natural Beauty.

The subject of adequately protecting not only the 
rooms, areas, cellars and necessary pits occurring below 
water line in modern structures but the structural mem- 
bers and elements themselves, from water and moisture, 
is receiving an increasing amount of attention from ar- 
chitects and engineers. It is also pretty generally real- 
ized that the danger from stray electric currents or 
other destructive agencies is real, and one that demands 
protective measures on the part of the designer. As a 
result, the practice of waterproofing with an insulating 
membrane the footings of columns and walls support- 
ing and constituting a part of important structures is 
becoming the rule, whereas it was but recently the ex- 
ception.

The change is in the direction of better construction 
and more permanent buildings, and therefore one to be 
commended. In undertaking it the architect is con- 
fronted with the problem of materials and means, and 
upon his selections will depend largely the results ob- 
tained.

to be those of using felt in a number of layers, stuck 
or cemented together with a cementing material pos- 
sessing certain essential properties. ‘The requirements 
of the felt are that it must be tough and durable, and at 
the same time soft and pliable. The cementing mate- 
rial must be of such a nature that it will absolutely 
repel water and moisture and be unaffected by it. It 
must also remain elastic and to a certain degree pliable 
in the coldest temperature, and yet be sufficiently firm 
not to soften and run when exposed to the heat of the 
sun in summer. 

Manifestly, such materials as are here described are 
not easy to manufacture or readily obtainable from a 
great many sources. It is of greatest importance, how- 
ever, that materials designed for the purpose of water- 
proofing possess the properties indicated, and it there- 
fore becomes incumbent upon those to whom the respon- 
sibility of making selection falls to test and examine 
the nature of the various materials available with ex- 
treme care. In this, as in all departments of building, 
the success or failure of the entire undertaking depends 
in great measure upon a wise and proper selection of 
materials.

MopERN ORGAN BUILDING 

The rapid development of the church organ during 
the past two decades is well shown in a pamphlet 
issued by the Austin Organ Company, of Hartford, 
Conn. It gives a general illustration and description 
of the organs made by this company and will be found 
of much interest to the architect. It describes in de- 
tail the features that are embodied in their organs and 
also gives the specifications of many organs erected in 
the larger churches and cathedrals throughout the 
country. 

In the construction of their organs the Austin Organ 
Company believe they have overcome a difficulty which 
has ever been a “stumbling block” in organ construc- 
tion. This is the heretofore variable air pressure as 
delivered to the pipes under varying conditions. 

In 1894 Mr. John T. Austin patented the Austin 
Universal Air Chest, and since then has added, it is 
claimed, many important improvements. It is also 
claimed for this air chest that it provides absolute and 
uniform pressure to every pipe under all conditions of 
operation. 

There are two kinds of action supplied with the 
Austin organ to meet existing conditions. These are 
Tubular pneumatic and Electro-pneumatic. These 
actions are, as a rule, selected with regard to the rela- 
tive position of the console. Of course when the organ 
is divided or the console at any great distance from the 
pipes, the Electro-pneumatic action becomes necessary. 

Many features in modern organ building are dis- 
cussed in a practical way from the point of view of the 
manufacturer. All of these are of value to the archi- 
tect when he sets about the planning of a church in- 
terior. We regard the book, which can be had on re- 
quest, as well worth asking for.

THE JURY 
“B” OrpDER PROBLEM 


The average high order of work done by the large 
majority of students submitting drawings on this prob- 
lem is shown by the number of mentions given. The 
comparatively small number of those “placed” was due 
to the fact that but very few made a careful study of 
the composition of the entire plate. Students should 
give this point more attention, for such a composition is 
uot easy.. When a student has made a good design for 
the architectural problem, presented it and the details 
neatly and well, when the shadows are correctly cast 
and the rendering even and true, the student is entitled 
to a “mention.” When in addition to the above he 
makes a pleasing composition of all the parts, the jury 
is only too happy to mark it “placed,” and they urge 
students to greater effort in this particular.

Criticism Crass “B” PLAN PROBLEM 


\ great number of interesting and well-presented , 


projects were submitted on the Program of the Garage 
Connected with a Gentleman’s Country Estate. As 
the conditions were not very definitely stated, a great 
variety of schemes was presented. While the majority 
solved the problem excellently well, a number were im 
practical and would not have been successful in execu- 
tion. The circulation in many cases was not liberal 
and would have made it difficult to maneuver an auto- 
mobile in and out of the wash-room and the repair shop. 

It was generally considered by the jury that the chauf- 
feur’s habitation should be in a wing removed as far 
as possible from the machine room. In some of the 
plans this was done, while others placed their rooms 
directly over the machines, which was not good. 

In general it was the opinion of the jury that it was 
unnecessary to provide a separate entrance for each 
machine. If the car room was liberal in depth, two or 
at.the most three wide entrances were sufficient. 

The program called for the construction to be fire- 
proof. Many of the students treated their exteriors 
too much in the character of farm buildings and lost 
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sight of this important point in the construction of the 


garage. 


The jury was greatly pleased with the character and

of the feeble-minded and crippled of all ages and both 
sexes. 

The town site has been connected with the Erie Rail- 
road system by a branch, and in order to insure an am- 
ple supply of pure water a dam has been constructed 
in a notch between the mountains, the overflow from 
which forms a stream, dividing the valley into two sec- 
tions. The settlement will be located here—the males 
and females on opposite sides of the stream, which will 
be extended at certain points into ponds and other water 
effects. There will be playgrounds and industrial build- 
ings, social center, etc., and when completed the com- 
munity will have the character of a cheerful country vil- 
lage instead of the usual depressing effect of a State 
institution. 


Arnold W. Brunner, President of the New York Chapter, 
on the Creation of a City Architect 

In an interview with Mr. Arnold W. Brunner, presi- 
dent of the New York Chapter of the Institute, he 
stated to a representative of THE AMERICAN ARCHI- 
rect that he was thoroughly in favor of the appoint- 
ment of a City Architect. 

It was Mr. Brunner’s opinion, however, that the 
duties of the office should be purely advisory, and not 
along the lines laid down by the Board of Estimate. 

Mr. Brunner believed that the profession would be 
very glad to have the city represented by a capable 
man with whom the architects engaged in municipal 
work might confer and to whom they could look for 
such suggestions as might be properly received from 
the city as a client. This would do away with the con- 
flicting and often impractical suggestions that are 
usually made to the architect by the heads of different 
departments. 

Mr. Brunner stated he would regard it as unwise 
to create any office wherein it was proposed to design 
and plan buildings, or one that would in any way in 
terfere with existing competitive methods. 

Mr. Brunner quite naturally believed that in the crea- 
tion of the proposed office the profession should have 
an opportunity to state its views, and that he would be 
glad, if invited, to appoint a Committee of the Chapter 
to discuss the question with the Committee of the 
Board of Estimate. 


CHAPTER AND CLUB NEWS 


REPORT FROM THE CLEVELAND CHAPTER 

The regular monthly meeting of the Cleveland 
Chapter A. I. A. was held at the Hollenden Hotel, 
Thursday evening, November 4. President Chas. E. 
Tousley and Mr. S. S. Hubbell were designated as 
delegates to attend the annual convention which is to 
be held in San Francisco in January. 

Difficulty is being experienced in securing the co- 
operation of material-men and contracting firms with 
the Chapter and the Club in the campaign of education 
for better buildings, better materials and better work- 
manship, with the architectural exhibition which we 
plan to hold some time in December. An effort is 
being made by the committee in charge of the exhibi- 
tion to reduce the expense in connection with the ex- 
hibition and at the same time to give the men who 
supply the sinews of war as much in return as pos- 
sible. With this end in view material-men and other 
advertisers will be given floor space at the exhibition 
and a supplementary catalogue to the regular elabor- 
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ately illustrated catalogue will be issued and sold at 
the exhibition for a nominal sum. It will contain an 
index of the drawings and the advertisements of the 
material-men. This catalogue will be given wide pub- 
licity and will contain only the advertisements of first 
class, reputable concerns. 

A communication from the Rhode Island chapter 
was read relating to the “Institute’s Code for the Con- 
duct of Competitions.” The sentiment of the Cleveland 
chapter is strongly with the code as helping to define 
the legitimate practice of architecture as contrasted with 
loose methods and the undignified attitude of he unedu- 
cated miscalled “architect.”

UtranH CHAPTER MEETS at SALT LAKE

WINTER MEETING OF SOUTHERN PENNSYLVANIA CHAP-

The Southern Pennsylvania Chapter of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Architects held its winter meeting at 
York, Pa., on December 8. A committee on municipal 
improvements was instructed to confer with the proper 
persons in an effort to have the rich Colonial history 
of York emphasized in the selection of statuary for the 
new Federal building, now under course of erection at 
South George and Princess streets. 

Delegates were chosen to represent the Chapter at the 
annual convention of the Institute, as follows: C. E. 
Urban, J. A. Dempwolf and B. F. Willis. 

John Hall Rankin, of Philadelphia, president of the 
Chapter, acted as chairman. 


MINUTES OF NOVEMBER MEETING OF THE RHODE ISLAND 
CHAPTER, A.I.A. : 


The November meeting of the Rhode Island Chapter 
was held at the University Club November 15. 

President Hoppin occupied the chair. The records 
of the last meeting were read and approved. 

The Secretary made report of the Committee on Ad- 
missions recommending Mr. Sibley C. Smith, of Provi- 
dence, landscape architect, for election as a non-profes- 
sional member and Mr. John Du Fais, of the New 
York Chapter, as a professional member. Both were 
unanimously elected by ballot. 

The Secretary read Mr. Barker’s report as the Com- 
mittee on Publication in connection with the Stone 
Memorial. 

He said that a copy of the following letter, with an 
explanatory account of the Chapter’s proceedings, had 
been sent to the Providence Journal and that a photo- 
gtaph of the memorial had also been given to that paper.

GENTLEMEN-—In behalf of the Rhode Island Chapter 
of the American Institute of Architects, we hereby turn 
over to you the memorial which the Chapter has erected 
in the cemetery grounds to Alfred Stone, and in so 
doing we wish to express our appreciation of your 
courtesy in donating the land on which it is located and 
offering to place the memorial under perpetual care— 
an offer which we most gratefully accept. 


The treasurer, Mr. Hindle, presented his report. 

Mr. Cady for the Committee on the Chapter Room 
reported that such a room was inadvisable at present. 

The secretary read letters from various Chapters in 
response to the circular letter sent to them. 

The secretary reported for the Executive Committee 
recommending : 

ist. That the Chapter send a delegate to the Institute 
convention. 

2d. That the Chapter introduce in the convention a 
resolution that the mandatory clauses in the Competi- 
tion Code be made advisory. 

It was voted that the president and one member to be 
appointed by him be the delegates to the convention. 

The secretary read a letter from Mr. Glenn Brown 
asking for $30 toward convention expenses. 

It was voted that the $30 be appropriated. 

A sketch competition limited to forty minutes was 
then proceeded with, the problem being the location of 
a country house on an imaginary plat. 

First mention was awarded to Mr. Elliott, the second 
to Mr. Homer. 


NOVEMBER MEETING, SAN FRANCISCO CHAPTER, A. I. A. 


An adjourned meeting of the San Francisco Chapter 
of the American Institute of Architects was held on 
Thursday, November 17. The meeting was called to 
order by the president. 

Mr. James Reid, for the Committee on Reception 
and Entertainment of the Institute and convention, re- 
ported that the committee had been in communication 
with the Eastern officials and were busily engaged in 
outlining a program for the entertainment of 
guests. 

Mr. B. J. Joseph, for the Legislative Committee, re- 
ported that his committee were awaiting a final draft 
of the proposed law to be submitted at the coming 
session of the Legislature, and, before the same was 
submitted to the Chapter, would ask that his com- 
mittee be instructed as to the sentiment of the Chapter 
as to the proposed clause making it mandatory that 
all buildings costing over a certain sum be given out 
to competition. After a lengthy discussion it was 
duly moved and carried that a special meeting of the 
Chapter be called after ten days and within two weeks 
to consider this matter, due notice of time and place 
of meeting to be sent to the members by the secretary. 

The secretary advised the Chapter of having re- 
ceived copies of the formal incorporation papers of the 
Chapter ; also a letter from the Secretary of State, stat- 
ing that the corporate existence of the Chapter had 
until 1935 to run; and also stated that the proof of the 
revised constitution and by-laws were ready for dis- 
tribution. The secretary was instructed to furnish 
~ach member with a copy and notify them that the 
same will be up for discussion before the December 
meeting of the Chapter previous to balloting. 

Mr. August Headman, for the Committee on Archi- 
tectural League and Education, reported that it was 
the desire of his committee to institute a competition 
among the students of the Architectural League for 
a suitable design of a new chapter seal. On motion 
duly made and seconded, the sum of $25 was voted to 
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be placed at the disposal of the committee for the pur- 
pose of a prize for the design. 

Messrs. Seadler and Hoen were declared duly elected 
Chapter members. 

Communications from the following were received 
and placed on file: , 

From Glenn Brown, requesting a contribution per 
capita for each delegate to the convention, and also 
advising the Chapter that the delegation would consist 
of six members. 

From the Secretary of State, advising the Chapter 
of its corporate existence. 

rom the Rhode Island Chapter, a communication 
regarding the competition code of the Institute. 

In regard to the per capita contribution toward the 
expenses of the Institute convention, it was voted that 
the sum of S60 be expended for this purpose. 

On motion, duly made and carried, the matter con- 
tained in the communication from the Rhode Island 
Chapter was referred to a committee of three, to be 
appointed by the chair, to consider the same and report 
back to the Chapter. 

Resignation of Mr. Nathaniel Blaisdell was accepted 
with regret. 

The next order of business being the election of 
delegates to the forthcoming convention of the A. I. A., 
on motion of Mr. Curlett, duly seconded, the president, 
vice-president and secretary of the Chapter were placed 
in nomination. On motion duly made, seconded and 
carried, a ballot was cast for the three above-named 
officials and they were declared duly elected as dele- 
gates to the convention. On motion duly made and 
seconded, it was resolved that all other Institute mem- 
bers of the Chapter, other than those already elected, 
be placed in nomination as delegates to the convention 
and that they be balloted for by each member casting a 
ballot with three names thereon, and that the three 
receiving the highest number of votes be declared the 
duly elected delegates to the convention. On the first 
ballot Messrs. Reid and Curlett received the highest 
number of votes and Messrs. Mullgardt and Schulze 
were tied. Another ballot resulted in the election of 
Mr. Mullgardt. The following members were then 
declared the duly elected delegates to the convention: 

William Mooser, G. B. McDougall, Sylvain Schnait- 
tacher, James W. Reid, William Curlett, L. C. Mull- 
garat. 


The Winter Exhibition of the National Academy 
of Design 

The general impression conveyed to the critical visitor 
to the galleries in the Fine-Arts building in this city, 
where the winter exhibition of the National Academy 
was opened on December 9, is one of disappointment. 

Taking the collection of pictures as a whole it does 
not appear to indicate the advancement in the art of the 
easel picture that those in close touch with the current 
work of the painter know is taking place. 

It has been stated that this is the result of the prac- 
tice of “exemptions” that make it possible for so large 
a number of pictures to be hung without passing the 
critical judgment of the jury. 

The work of members of the National Sculpture So- 
ciety is grouped in the south gallery. Among the art 
societies in this country probably none have been more 
energetic in presenting dignified collections of work 
than the sculptors. 

The exhibition at Baltimore three years ago called 
forth universal approval of the sculptor’s work in 
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America. This was further shown in the exhibition 
in this city two years ago. 

Complying with a demand that spontaneously came 
from the principal cities in this country, the Sculpture 
Society collected and set on its travels a series of small 
bronzes. The success of these exhibitions has been 
complete and shows a growing appreciation on the part 
of the art-loving public of the decorative possibilities of 
the small sculptured figure. 

In the present exhibition the work shows evidences of 
the rare good judgment of the jury, and the visitor to 
the south gallery will, we are sure, bring away with 
him none but the most respectful remembrance of the 
work of the sculptors of the present day. 

It presents every phase of expression in a way 
equally satisfactory as do the canvases. We find the 
stately legend or the humorous point of view as insist- 
ently told and, perhaps, in many cases with more artis- 
tic truthfulness. 


The Cement Show 

The invasion of New York City by the three most 
influential factors in promoting the use of cement in 
this country—to quote a writer in Cement A ge—is now 
complete. 

The Cement Show came, was seen and has con- 
auered. Opening on December 14 and continuing un- 
til the 2oth, it afforded a most unusual opportunity to 
demonstrate the rapid advancement of a great industry 
and the many and widely varied applications of this 
most important construction material.

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CURRENT NEWS and COMMENT 


San Francisco s Proposed City Hall 

Securing plans for a new City Hall by a competition 
of the best architects in the land for prizes aggregating 
$20,000, may have seemed a desirable thing in the eyes 
of the Supervisors, when such a resolution was intro- 
duced in the Board and referred to the Finance and 
Public Utilities committees jointly, but the leading ar- 
chitects in San Francisco condemn the suggestion as 
impractical and inadequate to secure the desired results. 

Protest and suggestion, both well defined, came from 
the architects, while the local chapter of the American 
Institute of Architects is engaged in formulating a plan 
to cure the difficulties of the present moment and all 
future moments in municipal architecture. 

The principal objection urged against the competition 
plan is that it would not result in competition. The 
reasons given are as follows: 

Bonds for a new City Hall, not having been author- 
ized by the people, the architects of the country would 
not take the competition seriously. 

The amount named is said not to be sufficient to at- 
tract the real talent of the profession, even if the com- 
petition plan did not already stand condemned. 

These reasons are considered by the architects to be 
sufficient to put the competition idea in the discard, even 
if there were not a better plan which has been tried 
and proved to be sound 

A municipal committee of fine arts is the real remedy, 
according to the architects, and they point to the fact 
that it has been tried successfully by the nation, by 
New York City, by Cleveland, and even on the Pacific 
Coast by Seattle. The mile stones are all in place, and 
there is no danger of going wrong if San Francisco 
will take this path. 

The San Francisco Chapter of the American Institute 
of Architects has appointed the following committee on 
this subject: Willis Polk, John Galen Howard, Edgar 
Matthews, W. B. Faville, C. P. Weeks, Smith Brown, 
Jr., E. A. Coxhead and Albert Pissis. 

The committee will propose to the Mayor a commit- 
tee on fine arts for the city, and it would prefer that 
the Supervisors would defer action until they have had 
the opportunity to propose a plan, rather than to at- 
tempt to secure a competition before the bonds have 
been atithorized. 

The fine arts commission plan has been tested for 
twenty years, and there need be no fear of mistake in 
taking advantage of the experience of other commu- 
nities. It is carried out in France by a Cabinet Minis- 
ter. We have a national commission of fine arts, which 
has the authorization of a Congressional appropriation. 
New York has had such a committee for many years, 
and it has recently been placed on a practical footing 
there. It is working successfully in Cleveland, and has 
even been adopted by Seattle. San Francisco need not 
fear that its adoption here would be at all in the nature 
of an experiment. The whole problem has been solved 
through a development of twenty-five years. 

The best architects in the country would not pay any 
attention to the announcement of a competition for plans 
for a new City Hall with $20,000 in prizes. They might 
be induced to do so if the matter could be placed in the 
hands of a commission, consisting possibly of several 


good architects, the Mayor and a representative of the 
Board of Works. This might give the assurance that 
the construction of the building would be taken out of 
politics. It might then be possible to secure a number 
of the best architects in the country to present sketches, 
or studies, with the understanding that the one selected 
would secure a capital prize and each of the others a 
sufficient amount to pay for the cost of making the 
studies.—San Francisco Chronicle. 


Convention of American Civic Association 

The sixth convention of the American Civic Associa- 
tion, which was held in Washington on December 13 
14 and 15, was largely attended and the subjects dis- 
cussed of much practical importance. Mr. J. Horace 
McFarland, of Harrisburg, president of the association 
presented his annual address, the principal topic of 
which was the subject of parks. 

A letter from President Taft was read, in which he 
advanced the hope that some way might be found to 
get rid of “the disgustingly unpicturesque advertise- 
ments which mar almost every rural view.” 

Many papers on subjects along lines of civic better- 
ments were read and discussed during the three days of 
the convention. Among those who took active part in 
the discussion were Clinton Rogers Woodruff, of Phila- 
delphia, secretary of the National Municipal League; 
Mr. Thomas Nelson Page, president of the Washington 
Society of Fine Arts; Mr. Frederick Law Olmstead and 
Mr. George B. Dealey, of Dallas, Tex. 

The feature of the business session was the report 
of Secretary Watrous. It showed the scope and 
strength of the movement represented by the association. 
Mr. Watrous reported that the membership has reached 
a total of 2,700, of which 500 are affiliated societies, and 
that they represented in all parts of the United States 
and Canada an army of at least 70,000 men and women 
engaged in civic work. 

At the business session of the association a resolution 
was adopted “earnestly protesting against the carrying 
into effect of plans recently adopted and filed by the 
New York Water Storage Company, for the construe- 
tion of a dam and storage reservoir on the Genesee 
River at Portage, N. Y. 

Copies of the resolution were telegraphed to Gover 
nor White and Governor-elect Dix, of New York. 

The election of officers resulted in the re-election of 
J. H. McFarland, of Harrisburg, Pa., as president; 
Clinton R. Woodruff, of Philadelphia, as vice-president ; 
William B. Howland, of New York, as treasurer, and 
Richard B. Watrous, of Washington, as secretary. 


Concrete Houses for Workmen 

It is reported that the. Civic Improvement Associa- 
tion of Los Angeles will erect, as an experiment, fifty 
concrete houses for Mexican laborers and their fam- 
ilies. Each house is to be built on a separate plot of 
ground and will have modern plumbing installed. It 
is proposed to assign a gardener and a nurse to the 
district that the occupants of the houses may be taught 
to take full advantage of their improved conditions.

ARCHITECTS CLUB OF SouTH BEND, IND., AWARD PRIZES 
FOR BEST GARDENS 


The Architects Club, of South Bend, Ind., desiring 
to encourage the people of that city in the care and 
beautifying of the surroundings of houses, offered a 
prize to be awarded to the owner of the best kept lawn 
and garden. The citizens entered into this competition 
with much spirit and the result was, as might be ex- 
pected, a satisfactory betterment of the lawns and gar- 
dens that front on the public streets. This action of the 
architectural club we regard as most commendable and 
one that could be followed with good results by similar 
clubs in our smaller cities. 


ANNUAL MEETING CENTRAL NEw York A. I. A. 


The annual meeting of Central New York Chapter 
of the American Institute of Architects was held at 
Crouse College, Syracuse, on December 12.

BOOK NOTES 


LANDSCAPE AND FiGuURE CoMposiTion, by Sadakichi 
Hartmann. [Illustrated by photoengravings from 
celebrated paintings and original photographs. 120 
pp., 7x 10, full cloth. New York, Baker & Taylor 
Co. Price, $2.50. 

Accepting the usually defined meaning of composition 
as that harmonious arrangement or grouping of parts 
in the agreeable presentation of a subject and the sub- 
ordination of each part to the whole, it would be prac 
tically easy for a man of average intelligence and a 
given amount of technical ability to secure a satisfactory 
result. But, there are so many other considerations 
of color, placing, etc., that, while the essential points of 
composition can be readily learned, there is really no 
sure guide. It is something like that which inspires 
the painter, the sculptor and the poet, it cannot be 
learned off-hand. It is born in men, and while it can 
be cultivated and refined, it can never be mastered unless 
the appreciative instinct is inherent. 

It is not possible to set down in a work of this nature 
very much that is new to architects. They have ac- 
quired these rules in school and have always applied 
them in practice. 

To the photographer—and it is to him that we un- 
derstand this book is particularly addressed—the work 
will be useful in teaching the possibilities of a correct 
point of view, and thus lessen the number of photo 
graphs that glaringly offend the artistic eve. 





PHOTOGRAPHING IN OLD ENGLAND, with some snapshots 
in Scotland and Wales. By W. I. Lincoln Adams. 
4to, cloth, 112 pp. Decorated full-gilt. New York, 
The Baker & Taylor Co. Price, $2.50, in box. 
Mechanically speaking, this is a most attractive book. 

The illustrations are well rendered and the text is an 

intimate account of saunterings through the picturesque 

districts of Great Britain. 

The reader, familiar with the sections depicted, will 
miss many views that more accurately present the artis- 
tic possibilities of a trip through so delightful a country. 
Especially is this noticeable in Devonshire, and in the 
cathedral towns visited. 

In Clovelly, that quaint town, the most visited by the 
tourist and perhaps the most photographed picturesque 
locality in England, the pictorial essence seems to have 
been overlooked and the author has only secured an in- 
different photographic impression from, in most in- 
stances, an unfortunate point of view. As to his work 
in cathedral towns, we doubt if any of the illustrations 
would offer any comprehensive idea of the architectural 
treatment of these medizval buildings. The pictures 
seem to be deficient both from the architectural and pic- 
torial viewpoint, and merely suggest to a man who has 
had much experience with a camera, that disappointment 
that is always present when he contrasts the brilliant 
image on the ground glass with the print from the nega- 
tive. 
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Plumbing in Tall Buildings 


Mr. Richard G. Ward, in Sanitary Pottery for 
November, calls attention to the rigid character of 
plumbing installations in high buildings, which so often 
results in dislocation of connections between the fix- 
tures and the supply and waste pipes. He suggests as 
a practicable remedy the employment of corrugated 
drawn pipe for such connections which, as shown in the 
illustrations accompanying his article, would permit of 
a flexibility quite sufficient to take care of all displace- 
ments caused by swaying, settlement, or vibration. 


The Cement Show 


Probably no industrial exhibition held in recent years 
has shown in its exhibits so material an advancement as 
the Cement Show, which closed a successful week on 
the 21st December. The exhibition gathered together 
in Madison Square Garden, in this city, among the 
largest amphitheaters in this country, taxed the space 
of this immense building and drew an appreciative 
throng of visitors. It is significant that an exhibition 
so purely technical in its character should attract so 
large an attendance. The observant man who wandered 
through the many aisles of the show was impressed 
with the serious purpose of the visitors. There was a 
persistent search for knowledge, for information as to 
machinery and methods. This seeking for knowledge 
was met by a most intelligent lot of men in charge of 
the various sections who were thoroughly informed in 
their various special lines, and, what is not always the 
case, knew how to impart that knowledge. The result, 
as may be inferred, was a successful campaign of edu 
cation that brought together the maker and the men 
who buy, use and specify. 

To say that the cement industry in this country has 
kept pace with modern building is to tell but half of 
the story. Not alone has it kept pace, but it has often 
blazed the way to newer and safer forms of construction. 
As a building material cement has become ubiquitous. 
It is found in some proportion in every form of modern 
construction, and as a material it ceases to become com- 
petitive, and is now almost if not quite mandatory in 
progressive building operations. 

This point was amusingly but at the same time in- 
sistently developed during the course of the remarks 
of Hon. John Purroy Mitchell at the recent banquet 
of the National Cement Users’ Association, held during 
the show, when he stated that no matter who was the 
successful bidder for New York’s proposed new sub- 
ways they would be built of cement in any case. 

Cement, as a utilitarian material, has not as yet de- 
veloped all of the artistic possibilities that we believe 
are latent. Its producers and sellers have been too bus- 
ily engaged in supplying a large and constantly increas- 
ing demana for the raw material to devote any large 
share of effort to its higher artistic possibilities. For 
this reason we have no fault to find with the purely 
practical side of this exhibition, or with the fact that 
in the allotment of spaces there were so many incon- 
gruities of placing exhibits. 

To find the people engaged in the production of ar- 
tistic forms of ornamental relief or garden decorations 
sandwiched in between mixers and exhibits of concrete 
block machinery had a tendency to disturb the sequence 
of one’s mental processes in endeavoring to gain an ap- 
preciation of this wonderful show. 

It is to be hoped that in future exhibitions more

attention may be paid to each group of the product or 
its application, and thus enhance the value and the edu- 
cational possibilities which are so largely present in an 
exhibition of this kind. To again refer to the remarks 
of a speaker at the banquet already mentioned the archi- 
tect who visited this show—and it was failure to perform 
a duty if he omitted to do so—will find that cement is 
a plastic material in the highest sense. Its possibilities 
were largely exhibited, and we have no doubt with the 
experience that comes from extended use that the fu- 
ture will develop other and greater plaster adaptations 
of a material that has become so essential in modern 
construction and that lends itself so readily to the genius 
and invention of the modern designer. 


Banquet of the National Cement Users Association 


One of the most enjoyable occasions that marked the 
many gatherings held during the Cement Show, which 
has just closed, was the banquet of the National Asso- 
ciation of Cement Users, given at the Hotel Astor on 
the evening of December 15. 

It is a sign of the higher intellectuality of the times 
that even in organizations of business development 
there should prevail that deep thought and study of 
even utilitarian products that fifty years ago was con- 
sidered the province of only the more scholastically 
trained mind. It was an interesting experience to note 
the respect with which each man approached his topic, 
and while there was fun enough it was the wit that in a 
dignified way tends to add zest and give point to the 
argument. 

Mr. Robert W. Lesley, vice-president of the Amer- 
ican Society for Testing Material, was the toastmaster. 
Mr. Lesley’s opening remarks were a feature of the 
evening’s enjoyment. 

The Hon. John Purroy Mitchell, president of the 
Board of Aldermen of the City of New York, as rep- 
resenting the city on this occasion, welcomed the visitors. 
Mr. Mitchell referred to the very important part that 
concrete had taken in the development of the subways 
in New York as well as in other large undertakings. 
He amused his hearers by the statement that cement 
manufacturers were in the fortunate position that 
whether the subways were constructed at the city’s ex 
pense or by private capital they would be constructed 
of cement and they need have no uneasiness as to the 
outcome of the present controversy. 

Mr. Robert W. De Forest, president of the Art Com- 
mission of the City of New York and also president 
of the Sage Foundation Homes Co., in a most interest- 
ing address referred to the work of the commission of 
which he is the efficient head, and dwelt upon the results 
that it was hoped to achieve in the work at the Sage 
Foundation at Forest Hills. The speaker believed that 
he knew less about cement than any man present, and 
that his views as to its price were antagonistic to theirs, 
inasmuch as he wanted cheap cement—as cheap as he 
could get it—for the construction of laboring men’s 
homes. 

Mr. John M. Carrére, F. A. I. A., of the firm of 
Carrere & Hastings, represented the architectural pro- 
fession on this occasion. Mr. Carrére’s remarks were 
of the greatest interest and we regret we are unable to 
print them verbatim. Mr. Carrére’s main contention as 
to cement was that it is a plastic material, and that users 
of cement should always bear that in mind. He be- 
lieved that it was a mistake to endeavor to use it in 
any other way. Mr. Carrére made it plain in his re- 
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marks that he did not favor the use of cement in any 
field other than its demonstrated one. He spoke at some 
length on the opportunities for expression in the use of 
concrete. 

A further point emphasized by Mr. Carrére in the 
course of his remarks was that manufacturers and 
users of cement should at all times colaborate with the 
architect, and that he knew the architect was always 
glad to receive his technical information as to material 
from the manufacturers and users. This colaboration 
with the architect, the speaker believed, would result in 
the benefit of all parties concerned. 

It is always a fortunate thing for the profession to 
be represented on occasions of this nature in so dignified 
a manner and to be able to have as a spokesman one 
who by training and experience is so well able to dis- 
cuss the subject under consideration. 

Mr. Charles Battell Loomis, the humorist, with a 
visage that would seem to indicate excessive melancholy, 
but with a ready tongue that sparkled with wit and 
humor, kept the guests in uproarious laughter while 
they listened to what was set down on the list of events 
as “A Concrete Talk.” 

The closing address was by Mr. John R. Morron, 
president of the Atlas Portland Cement Co. It is a test 
of the ability of a speaker, last on the list, when he is 
able to interest his hearers and keep in their seats the 
impatient ones who want to hasten away. To have lost 
the opportunity to hear Mr. Morron’s remarks would 
have been to have missed one of the events of the occa- 
sion. It rounded out a well-spent evening which from 
end to end was a source of much pleasure to every one 
fortunate enough to be present. 


Organs and Organ Cases 

As an architectural detail the organ case has always 
presented an opportunity for effective display in the 
interior planning of the church. There are many ex- 
amples to be found in Europe where the organ case has 
become the most admired part of the church, and by 
reason of its great beauty has overshadowed the rest of 
the interior. It is certainly true, in this country archi- 
tects have not always given the thoughtful study to 
this important detail that it deserves, and whatever 
excellence has been secured has been largely through 
the initiative and co-operation of men who have been 
identified through life with this particular work. Quick 
to grasp the artistic possibilities of the architect’s de- 
sign, fertile in suggestions that are the result of close 
study, the master organ builders of America, while 
steadily increasing the possibilities of the organ as a 
musical instrument, have at the same time bent their 
efforts toward its artistic improvement in the most help- 
ful way. 

To call the organ a musical instrument is to say in a 
name but little of what it really is. The church organ 
to-day is a church orchestra. It takes as a nucleus the 
few instruments that formed the choirs of two cen- 
turies ago, and to this it adds others and all the singing 
qualities of the human voice. 

Its development and present perfection have been 
only achieved as the result of close study and mechan- 
ical skill such as Mr. Hutchins, of the Hutchins Organ 
Company, and the men associated in this work showed 
in such a marked degree as to call forth the approval 
of one of our most important universities. 

The Hutchins Organ Company, of Boston, Mass., 
under the direction of Mr. George S. Hutchins, has 
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been engaged in organ building for many years. The 
organs made by this company display a high degree of 
perfection in the organ builder’s art. 

There is no completed “stock on hand” of Hutchins 
organs. Each organ is a distinctive creation and is laid 
out, planned and arranged for the particular building 
for which it is intended. The interior arrangement is 
always on lines which many years of experience have 
demonstrated as best. Every pipe must have ample 
speaking and breathing room. It is not necessary to 
dwell on the importance of this feature m the sonorous 
full-toned instrument. Having provided the proper 
room for breathing and speaking it would be but wasted 
effort if adequate openings were not also supplied for 
the sound to find uninterrupted access to the audito- 
rium. It is here that we first begin to realize the im-

portance of co-operation between the architect and the 
organ builder. 

Quite naturally, the organ builder will desire to put 
his organ into an attractive case; but his greatest am- 
bition is the music-speaking qualities of his instrument. 
For this reason for many years the organ, as viewed 
from the auditorium, presented the same monotony of 
graduated rows of vertical pipes, and it was only when 
the architect, desiring to harmonize these with the dec- 
orative treatment of the interior, offered, and found a 
ready response in the builder, some design to accom- 
plish this purpose. The illustration herewith shows a 
Hutchins organ recently built in the Second Presbyte- 
rian Church, Chicago. As will be seen, this is a divided 
organ with the key desk in the center at rear of the 
pulpit. It harmonizes in an artistic way with the decora- 
tive treatment of the interior and does not present the 
monotony of many horizontal lines so common in ear- 
lier forms. We are assured that the tonal qualities are 
absolutely correct, so that the result may be cited as 
an example that may be safely followed.
